I  return  the  Bill,  supplementary  to  an  Ordinance,  entitled, 
"  An  Ordinance  to  locate  Steam  Fire  Engines,"  which  provides 
for  the  acceptance  of  Steam  Fire  Engines  of  the  Fairmount, 
Assistance,  Southwark,  and  United  States  Engine  Companies, 
without  my  approval. 

My  views  upon  the  introduction  of  additional  Steam  Engines 
into  the  Fire  Department  have  been  fully  expressed  in  a  mes- 
sage to  your  Council  of  the  7th  of  April,  1859,  and  also  in 
one  transmitted  July  18th,  1860,  to  both  of  which  I  respect- 
fully refer. 

I  have  long  been  of  the  opinion  that  the  number  of  Steam 
Fire  Engines  comprised  in  the  Department  is  greater  than  is 
demanded  for  the  general    and  full    protection  of   property 
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throughout  the  City.  The  increased  annual  expense  incident 
to  the  location  of  the  four  engines  now  proposed  for  admis- 
sion, would  be  |6,400,  taking  into  view  the  payments  now 
made  to  their  respective  companies. 

Such  charge  upon  the  City  should  not  be  permanently 
added  without  urgent  necessity. 

In  withholding  my  assent  from  the  accompanying  Bill,  I 
am  not  unmindful  of  the  well  deserved  repute  and  acknowledged 
efficiency  of  each  of  the  companies  therein  named,  and  I  am 
also  aware  that  the  patriotic  enlistment  of  many  of  their  mem- 
bers has  devolved  a  heavy  expense  upon  the  few  who  are  de- 
tained at  home. 

Under  these  circumstances  I  would  recommend  that  an 
appropriation  be  made  to  each  of  these  companies  of  the  full

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Common  Council  of  the 

City  of  Philadelphia  : 
Gentlemen  : 

Since  the  adjournment  of  your  Chamber,  in  July,  adverse 
military  events  have  led  to  the  invasion  of  a  neighboring 
State,  by  rebel  forces,  and  have  brought  the  alarms  of  war  to 
the  borders  of  our  Commonwealth. 

Whilst  those  directing  the  Federal  arms  do  not  apprehend 
any  impending  danger  to  this  city,  it  yet  behooves,  that  every 
measure  needful  for  its  protection  should  be  promptly  and 
vigorously  consummated. 

The  Governor  of  Pennsylvania,  by  his  proclamation  of  the 
fourth  day  of  the  present  month,  has  called  upon  all  citizens 
to  organize  themselves  forthwith,  and  that  they  may  be  better 
fitted  for  active  service,  has  recommended  that  all  places  of 
business  should,  for  the  present,  be  closed  at  three  o'clock  in 
the  afternoon.  Although  compliance  with  such  recommenda- 
tion cannot  be  made  obligatory,  its  general  adoption  may  be 
greatly  promoted  by  a  resolution  of  Councils,  requesting  all 
who  are  not  actively  engaged  in  furnishing  supplies  to  the 
government,  to  cease  from  their  usual  avocations  at  the  hour 
designated,  and  to  devote  themselves  to  military  drill. 
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A  subsequent  proclamation,  issued  by  the  same  authority, 
on  the  10th  inst.,  requires  each  citizen  to  hold  himself  in 
readiness  for  such  orders  as  may  become  necessary  for  the 
protection  of  our  State  from  hostile  incursion.  In  the  absence 
of  any  positive  provision  for  the  beginning  of  company  or- 
ganizations, much  aid  would  be  given  by  the  appointment  of  a 
committee  in  each  precinct,  to  notify  the  residents  of  the  time 
and  place  of  assembling,  and  to  further,  in  other  ways,  the 
common  obedience  to  the  orders  of  the  Governor. 

The  exigency  of  the  time  demands  that  the  Councils  of 
Philadelphia  should  not  suffer  themselves  to  be  fettered  by 
technicalities,  but  in  comprehending  the  important  questions 
upon  which  they  are  to  decide,  they  should  exercise  their 
functions  with  liberal  and  enlarged  views. 

Whatever  municipal  aid  may  be  essential  to  the  Home 
Guard,  Grey  Reserve  Brigade,  or  other  existing  military  or- 
ganizations, should  be  afforded,  without  inviduous  distinction, 
and  every  encouragement  should  be  given  to  the  forming  of 
independent  companies  under  the  call  of  the  Governor. 

In  pursuance  of  the  Ordinance  of  July  26th,  to  aid  the 
enlistment  of  volunteers,  I  have  appointed  John  C.  Knox, 
John  Robbins,  William  Bradford,  Edward  Olmsted  and  Ed- 
ward Gratz,  the  Commissioners  to  examine  and  verify  all 
claims  for  the  bounty  which  it  provides.  Upon  their  formal 
certificates,  I  have  drawn  3,.'")22  warrants,  for  claims  presented 
to  the  present  time,  amounting  to  the  sum  of  f  128,230. 

In  some  instances,  delay  has  been  occasioned  in  the  payment 
of  the  bounty,  by  the  neglect  of  commanding  officers  to  pre- 
sent the  proper  muster  rolls  ;  but  every  effort,  consistent  with 
an  accurate  disbursement  of  public  money,  has  been  made  by 
the  Commissioners,  to  comply  with  the  liberal  intent  of  the 
Ordinance. 

A  portion  of  the  money  expended  thus  far  by  the  Commis- 
sioners, has  been  advanced  by  the  Committee  charged  with  the 
funds  contributed  by  citizens,  and  I  suggest  that  immediate 
action  be  taken  to  authorize  the  municipal  loan,  which  has 
been  proposed  for  the  purposes  of  this  bounty. 

In  thus  commending  your  deliberations  to  the  measures 
which  may  be  needed  for  the  welfare  and  honor  of  our  com- 
munity, I  would  urge  that  you  should  in  no  wise,  esteem  too

lightly  the  critical  position  in  which  our  State  and  city  may 
be  placed.  The  apathy  which  pervades  our  citizens  upon  this 
momentous  subject  is  unpatriotic  and  unwise. 

Let  it  be  remembered,  that  the  foot  of  the  invader  will 
imprint  disgrace  upon  Pennsylvania,  whether  it  treads  our  own 
streets,  or  the  distant  valleys  of  our  State.  In  arousing  to  a 
true  sense  of  our  duty,  there  should  be  cool  forethought,  calm 
determination  and  well  renewed  energy — and  above  all,  an 
abiding  trust  that  a  just  God  will,  in  his  own  time  and  way, 
bring  to  us  and  to  our  country,  abundant  good  out  of  the 
seeming  adversity  of  the  present  hour.

Office  of  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 

September  15th,  1862. 

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Qommon  Council  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia : 

Gentlemen  ; 

After  due  consideration,  I  am  unable  to  assent  to  the 
"  Ordinance  relating  to  the  Defence  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia," which  was  passed  on  the  12th  inst.,  and  having 
returned  it  to  the  Council  in  which  it  originated,  I  have  con- 
vened you  to  mature  measures  better  suited  to  the  emergency. 
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The  first  section  of  the  proposed  Bill,  confers  "  upon  the 
Mayor  of  the  city,  the  right  and  authority  to  exercise  any  and 
all  powers,  which  in  his  judgment,  with  that  of  the  Committee 
on  Defence  and  Protection,  it  may  be  necessary  and  conducive 
to  the  safety  and  defence  of  the  city  should  be  exercised." 

A  momentous  duty  is  thus  imposed  mainly  upon  the  Mayor, 
for  the  discharge  of  which  he  alone  will  be  looked  to  by  the 
citizens  of  Philadelphia,  and  yet  the  ability  to  perform  that 
duty  is  made  dependent  upon  the  concurrent  judgment  of  a 
large  committee. 

Apart  from  the  delay  which  is  incident  to  a  deliberative 
body,  a  want  of  unanimity  in  the  Committee,  a  reconsideration 
of  previous  judgments,  or  a  non-concurrence  with  the  views  of 
the  Executive,  may  prevent  measures  that  might  be  essential 
to  the  city's  safety. 

These  suggestions  have  reference  to  any  action  that  may 
become  requisite  for  the  more  direct  defence  of  the  city,  and 
if  the  responsibility  of  providing  therefor  is  to  be  devolved 
upon  the  Mayor,  he  should  have  the  unrestricted  right  to  avail 
himself  of  the  assistance  of  scientific  and  military  men,  in 
whose  opinion  and  experience  he  may  be  willing  to  confide. 

In  all  arrangements  for  the  purchase  and  destination  of 
arms,  ammunition  and  equipments,  the  advice  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Defence  and  Protection  has,  with  rare  exceptions, 
been  adopted  by  the  Mayor,  and  w'ould  prove  of  great  value 
at  the  present  time. 

For  such  purposes,  sufficient  appropriation  should  be  pro- 
vided, and  its  expenditure  authorized  to  be  made  by  the 
Mayor,  acting  in  conjunction  with  the  said  Committee,  as 
heretofore. 

A  further  appropriation  should  be  made,  to  be  used  by  the 
Mayor,  for  the  more  direct  objects  of  the  Ordinance,  when, 
in  his  discretion,  with  competent  advice,  it  becomes  essential. 
If  Councils  shall  deem  it  more  advisable  to  create  a  special 
military  commission,  and  to  devolve  upon  it  the  duty  and 
responsibility  of  providing  for  the  defence  of  the  city,  it  will 
receive  my  assent. 

I  would  suggest  that  the  subject  of  providing  adequate 
harbor  defences  receive  the  consideration  of  Councils,  and  that 
in  the  absence  of  any  special  provision  therefor  by  the  Federal 
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or  State  government,  the  expediency  of  constructing  one  or 
more  iron  clad  vessels,  be  matter  for  your  careful  deliberation. 
I  am  not  aware  that  the  interests  of  the  city  have  been  in 
anywise  aftected,  by  thus  withholding  assent  from  the  proposed 
Ordinance,  but  had  any  exigency  arisen,  there  would  have 
been  no  hesitation  in  doing  whatever  should  then  have  been 
done. 

There  is  much  in  the  events  of  the  past  few  days  to  encourage 
the  hope,  that  no  other  precautions  may  be  necessary  for  the 
safety  of  the  city,  than  the  readiness  of  its  citizens  for  mili- 
tary duty — but  it  would  be  unwise  to  neglect  suitable  provision 
for  other  means  of  protection,  should  they  suddenly  become 
necessary.

I  return  to  your  Chamber,  without  ray  signature,  a  Bill, 
supplementary  to  "  An  Ordinance  to  make  an  appropriation 
to  the  Department  of  Highways  for  the  year  1862." 

The  amount  therein  named  for  repairing  and  building  the 
bridges  injured  by  the  recent  freshet  is  not  warranted  by  a 
report  made  to  me  by  the  Chief  Surveyor,  for  which  forty 
thousand  dollars  would  appear  ample  for  such  purpose — whilst 
the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  for  repairing  inlets 
and  culverts  is  greater  than  the  original  appropriation  .of  the 
year,  and,  it  is  believed  from  inquiry,  is  largely  in  excess  of 
the  public  necessities.

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These  objections  are  worthy  of  special  attention  in  view  of 
the  unusual  expenses  of  the  current  year,  but  they  Afould  not 
have  been  allowed  to  retard  necessary  repairs,  if  the  terms  of 
the  proposed  ordinance  were  not  in  plain  violation  of  the  Act 
of  Consolidation,  and,  likewise  in  disregard  of  the  true  inter- 
est of  the  ordinances  regulating  the  Department  of  Highways. 

The  former  prohibits  members  of  Councils,  whether  as  a 
committee  or  otherwise,  from  the  performance  of  any  executive 
duty  whatever,  but  the  ordinance  in  question,  enacts  that  the 
work  of  repairing  and  reconstructing  the  damaged  bridges  is 
to  be  done  under  "f7?e  direction  of  the  Cominiftee  of  High- 
ways." 

The  ordinance  of  August  29,  1854,  establishing  the  Depart- 
ment of  Highways,  constitutes  the  Chief  Commissioner  the 
head  of  the  department,  and  explicitly  declares  in  its  fourth 
section,  that  the  Commissioners  of  Highways  shall  act  under 
his  direction — and  the  Act  of  Assembly  of  April  21,  1855, 
in  creating  the  Board  of  Highways,  expressly  recognizes  such 
ordinance  of  Councils,  as  dso  the  right  of  Councils  to  control 
the  transactions  of  the  Board  by  any  future  legislation. 

The  whole  scope  of  the  first  section  of  the  Ordinance  of 
August  29,  1854,  is  to  constitute  the  Chief  Commissioner,  the 
executive  officer  of  the  department,  and  to  require  at  his 
hands,  the  performance  of  all  the  duties  therein  specified, 
including  the  building  and  repairing  of  bridges,  and  the  con 
struction  and  repairs  of  sewers,  subject  to  the  plans  of  the 
City  Surveyors. 

The  Joint  Standing  Committee  of  Councils  are  giving  a 
supervision  over  all  matters  appertaining  to  the  department, 
but  nowhere  are  they  vested  with  power  to  direct  how  its 
duties  shall  be  performed. 

The  Bill  herewith  returned,  provides  that  the  Department 
of  Highways,  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed 
to  proceed  forthwith,  and  cause  to  be  rebuilt  and  repaired,  the 
bridges  injured  or  destroyed  by  the  recent  storm,  thus  recog- 
nizing a  plurality  of  executive  officers,  whilst  only  one  has 
been  created  by  Ordinance. 

I  am  not  unaware  that  in  previous  instances,  similar  inaccu- 
racies have  occurred,  which  would  seem  to  attribute  to  the  two 
Commissioners  of  Highways,  proves  co-ordinate  with  those  of 
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the  Chief  Commissioner — but  such  construction  is  at  variance 
with  the  clear  provisions  of  the  fundamental  Ordinance  of  the 
department,  and  with  the  language  of  the  great  bulk  of  enact- 
ments relating  thereto,  in  which  the  Chief  Commissioner  is 
either  expressly  designated  its  executive,  or  inferentially  so, 
as  head  of  a  department,  characterized  as  an  unit. 

I  therefore  suggest  that  an  Ordinance  be  adopted  appropri- 
ating such  sums  to  the  Department  of  Highways,  as  may  be 
deemed  advisable  for  the  repair  or  reconstruction  of  the 
bridges,  and  of  the  inlets  or  culverts,  injured  by  the  recent 
freshet,  and  that  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways  be 
authorized  and  directed  to  pi'oceed  with  the  necessary  work  in 
accordance  with  the  plans,  and  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor.

that  the  election  to  take  place  on  the  14th  day  of  October 
next,  will  be  held  by  them  at  the  Town  Hall — and  it  would 
be' manifestly  inexpedient  to  enact  any  change  after  such  legal 
notice  has  been  given,  if  thereafter  Councils  should  possess 
the  power  so  to  do,  which  may  be  deemed  questionable.

The  sums  heretofore  provided  for  these  purposes,  cannot  be 
exceeded  with  due  regard  to  the  finances  of  the  city. 

The  appropriations  made  March  17th,  for  the  current  year, 
provides  $39,000  for  the  first  named  item,  and  $30,000  for 
the  latter,  being  in  the  aggregate  but  one  thousand  dollars 
less  than  the  sums  named  for  like  purposes  in  the  appropria- 
tion Bill  of  the  preceding  year. 

The  Committee  on  Finance  have  estimated  that  with  the 
current  rate  of  taxation,  a  surplus  of  $160,000  might  remain 
after  the  usual  annual  appropriations,  to  meet  special  expendi- 
tures.

The  Resolution  of  Councils  assigning  Hunting  Park  for 
Hospital  purposes,  is  in  direct  violation  of  the  conveyance 
thereof  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  for  the  purposes  of  a  Park, 
under  which  the  same  has  been  accepted. 

Though  the  law  inclines  against  a  forfeiture  of  a  grant  for 
public  uses,  yet  I  am  clearly  of  opinion  that  an  appropriation 
for  uses  other  than  those  for  which  the  grant  was  made,  would 
work  such  result. 

This  department  has  been  informed  that  its  contemplated 
use  will  be  resisted  by  those  who  presented  it  to  the  City.

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The  Mayor's  Clerk  being  introduced,  presented  the  follow- 
ing Message  in  writing,  from  the  Mayor,  accompanied  by  the 
following  correspondence  : 

Office  of  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 

October  27th,  1862. 

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Common  Qouncil  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  : 

Gentlemen  : 

A  special  meeting  of  your  chamber,  at  the  earliest  time 
authorized  by  law,  has  been  called,  that  you  may  reconsider  a 
Bill,  entitled:  "An  Ordinance  relating  to  the  approaching 
Draft  for  Soldiers,"  passed  by  Councils  on  the  23d  inst,  from 
which  I  have  been  obliged  to  withhold  my  signature. 

This  Bill  enacts,  that  the  Commissioners  appointed  by  the 
Mayor,  under  An  Ordinance  of  July  26th,  1862,  shall  be 
authorized  and  instructed  to  offer  and  to  pay  a  bounty  of  two 
hundred  dollars,  to  each  volunteer  enlisting  as  therein  provided, 
but  does  not  designate  the  person  by  whom,  or  the  manner 
in  which  warrants  shall  be  drawn  for  such  sums,  and  save 
incidentally,  fails  to  specify  any  fund  to  which  they  may  be 
charged. 

The  power  of  Councils  to  authorize  the  disbursement  of 
public  moneys,  unless  by  the  head  of  a  municipal  department, 
or  other  i^cognized  official  is  questionable,  and  although  there 
be  no  express  legislative  prohibition,  the  whole  tenor  of  the 
enactments  relating  to  the  financial  affairs  of  Philadelphia,  as 
well  as  uniform  custom,  are  opposed  to  such  measure. 

The  Commissioners  referred  to  in  this  Bill  were  appointed 
to  examine  and  verify  claims  for  bounty,  uuder  the  provisions 
of  the  Ordinance  of  July  26th,  and  certify  the  same  to  the 
Mayor,  by  whom  warrants  might  be  drawn  upon  the  special 
appropriation  made  for  such  objects. 

I  concur  with  Councils  in  the  propriety  of  endeavoring  by 
the  offer  of  an  increased  bounty,  to  avert  the  necessity  of  a 
draft,  in  this  city. 

I  would  suggest  that  the  Ordinance  for  that  end,  should 
conform  as  nearly  as  may  be  to  the  former  Bill  relating  to  the 

21 
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enlistment  of  Volunteers,  and  that  it  should  direct  a  transfer 
of  two  hundred  thousand  dollars  from  the  unexpended  balance 
of  the  sum  provided  by  that  Ordinance,  and  should  appropriate 
it  specially  for  its  own  purposes. 

I  transmit  herewith  a  copy  of  the  letter  addressed  by  me  to 
the  Citizens'  Committee  on  Bounty  Fund,  and  also  of  the 
Preamble  and  Resolution  adopted  by  that  Committee  on  the 
25th  inst.,  in  which  they  signify  their  willingness  to  apply  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars  of  the  funds  in  their  trust,  to  the 
payment  of  additional  bounties,  whenever  the  municipal  fund 
for  such  purpose  shall  be  exhausted. 

A  modification  of  the  Ordinance  is  hence  made  requisite, 
and  I  accordingly  recommend  that  all  reference  to  or 
dependence  upon  intended  action  of  this  Committee  be 
omitted. 

The  desire  having  been  expressed  by  Councils  that  an  appli- 
cation should  be  made  for  a  postponement  of  the  proposed 
draft,  I  have  communicated  with  the  Governor  of  the  Common- 
wealth, and  he  has  been  pleased  to  signify  his  assent  that  a 
further  delay  of  one  week  shall  be  allowed. 

I  would  suggest  that  a  Resolution  be  adopted,  calling  upon 
the  citizens  of  Philadelphia  to  ascertain  forthwith  by  means  of 
Precinct  organizations,  and  report  to  the  Commissioners 
charged  with  the  draft,  the  name  and  residence  of  every  per- 
son who  has  enlisted  from  this  City,  with  the  Company  and 
Regiment  to  which  attached. 

By  a  thorough  and  accurate  investigation  of  this  kind,  it 
will,  doubtless,  be  abundantly  proven  that  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia has  already  contributed  to  the  Federal  forces  a  larger 
number  of  its  population  than  have  been  called  for  by  the 
requisitions  hitherto  made,  and  that  due  credit  has  not  been 
given  for  a  patriotic  devotion  on  the  part  of  its  citizens,  which 
has  nowhere  been  excelled  and  rarely  equalled.

At  a  Stated  Meeting  of  the  Councils,  held  on  Thursday, 
the  23d  inst.,  "  An  Ordinance  relating  to  the  approaching 
draft  for  soldiers,"  in  which  it  is  proposed  that  a  bounty  of 
two  hundred  dollars  should  be  paid  by  the  Commissioners 
appointed  to  superintend  the  disbursement  of  the  municipal 
fund,  to  each  volunteer  who  shall  enlist  from  this  City  during 
the  period  of  ten  days  next  ensuing  the  passage  of  such 
Ordinance. 

"  Provided,  That  those  having  charge  of  the  fund  contri- 
buted by  citizens  shall,  before  any  action  is  taken  under  this

I  return  without  my  signature  the  Bill,  entitled  :  "  An  Or- 
dinance to  make  a  further  appropriation  to  the  City  Commis- 
sioners, for  the  year  1862,"  which  proposes  to  add  ^700  to 
the  usual  allowance  of  $500  for  defraying  expenses  incurred 
by  the  Sheriff  in  the  advertisement  of  his  prochunation  for  the 
late  election. 

Since  the  year  1857,  the  customary  amount  appropriated  for 
such  purpose  has  been  $500  for  each  election  to  be  held  during 
the  year. 
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The  Ordinance  of  February  1,  1861,  provided  by  item  40, 
one  thousand  dollars  to  pay  the  expenses  of  this  nature,  atten- 
dant upon  the  elections  of  May  and  October  of  that  year — 
and  by  Ordinance  of  December  14,  1861,  Section  3,  four 
hundred  dollars  of  that  amount  was  transferred  to  some  other 
jtem  as  an  unexpended  and  uncalled  for  balance. 

If  the  cost  of  advertising  two  proclamations  by  the  Sheriff 
for  elections  in  1861  did  not  exceed  $600,  it  cannot  readily 
be  understood  why  the  City  should  be  called  upon  to  pay 
twelve  hundred  dollars  for  advertising  but  one  such  proclama- 
tion during  the  current  year.

To  authorize  an  addition?.!   loan  to  meet   the    expenses  incident  to  the 
defence  of  the  City,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain  :  That  the  Mayor  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to 
borrow  on  the  credit  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  from 
time  to  time,  as  may  be  required  by  the  City  Treasurer, 
such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  required  to  provide  for 
the  families  of  volunteers  from  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  and  for  the  defence 
of  the  City,  not  exceeding  in  the  whole  the  sum  of 
three  hundred  thousand  dollars,  for  which  interest  not 
to  exceed  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  shall  be 
paid  half-yearly  on  the  first  days  of  January  and  July, 
at  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer.  The  principal  of 
said  loan  shall  be  paya])lo  and  paid  at  the  expiration 
of  thirty  years  from  the  date  of  the  same  and  not  be- 
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fore  without  the  consent  of  the  holders  thereof,  and 
certificates  therefor,  in  the  usual  form  of  certificates 
of  City  loan,  shall  be  issued  in  such  amounts  as  the 
lenders  may  require,  but  not  for  any  fractional  part  of 
one  hundred  dollars,  or  if  required,  in  amounts  of  five 
hundred  or  one  thousand  dollars,  and  it  shall  bo  ex- 
pressed in  said  certificates,  that  the  said  loan  therein 
mentioned  and  the  interest  thereof  are  payable  free 
from  all  taxes. 

Section  2.  Whenever  any  loan  shall  be  made  by 
virtue  thereof,  there  shall  be,  by  force  of  this  ordinance,

such  manner  as  they  may  deem  best  to  secure  the 
object  of  this  ordinance. 

To  enable  Regiments  to  organize  promptly  and  pro- 
ceed to  the  Seat  of  War,  such  sums  as  to  them  may 
seem  proper,  provided,  that  not  more  than  five  thou- 
sand doUara  shall  be  expended  on  any  one  Regiment.

AN  ORDINANCE 
Aiilliorizing  a  Lease  of  the  Railroad  on  Market   Street. 

Section  1. — The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain  :  That  the  Mayor 
is  hereby  authorized  to  lease  to  the  Pennsylvania 
Railroad  Company,  the  railway  now  belonging  to  the 
City,  and  laid  from  the  west  side  of  Market  Street 
Bridge  to  Eighth  Street,  for  the  term  of  thirty  years 
from'the  first  day  of  July,  1862,  at  an  annual  rent  of 
one  dollar.  Provided,  Said  Railway  Company  shall 
place  the  track  and  the  street  between  the  same,  and 
three  foot  outside  thereof,  in  good  order  and  rejiair, 
and  sliall  so  keep  and  maintain  the  same  during  the 
continuance  of  said  lease  at  their  own  cost  and  ex- 
pense ;  and  in  case  said  company  shall  abandon  said 
road  or  fail  to  keep  said  track  and  the  street  between 
the  same  in  good  order  and  repair,  then,  after  thirty 
days'  nijtice  thereof  given  them  in  writing,  and  failure 
to  comply  with  the  terms  thereof,  said  lease  shall 
determine,  and  the  City  shall  have  the  power  to  re- 
enter; and,  Prondedfartlwr,  that  the  Pennsylvania  Rail- 
road Company  shall  have  no  claim  now  or  hereafter 
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against  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  for  the  present  cost  of 
repairs  and  improvements  to  said  track  and  road,  that 
have  been  made  or  are  now  being  made,  exceeding  in 
amount  the  tolls  that  maybe  due  the  City  prior  to  the 
commencement  of  the  lease  herein  authorized. 

Frovidcd,  That  private  forwarders  and  transporters 
of  freight  doing  business  along  the  line  of  said  roads 
shall  have  the  use  of  the  same  as  fully  and  upon  as 
favorable  terms  as  heretofore.  And  Provided^  also, 
that  said  lease  shall  not  be  assigned,  or  the  premises 
underlet  without  the  consent  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia first  obtained. 

Section  2. — That  the  Pennsylvania  Eailroad  Com- 
pany be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  construct 
such  turnouts  as  may  be  in  their  judgment  requisite 
to  connect  the  main  track  with  depots  or  stations  on 
the  line  of  the  street.  Provided,  The  same  shall  be 
previously  approved  by  the  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia.

To  prevent  Obstructions  to  Public  Lights. 

Whereas  in  many  portions  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia, the  light  from  the  public  lamps  is  obstructed  by 
reason  of  the  overgrowth  of  shade  trees,  and  erection  of 
awnings  and  awning  wings  :

Section  1. — The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain  :  That  the  Mayor 
of  the  City  be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  borrow 
on  the  credit  ot  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  from  time 
to  time,  as  may  be  required  by  the  City  Treasurer,  such 
sums  of  money  as  may  be  required  to  aid  the  enlist- 
ment of  A^olunteers  for  the  service  of  the  United 
States,  not  exceeding  in  the  whole  the  sum  of  five 
hundred  thousand  doHars,  for  which  interest  not  to  ex- 
ceed the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  shall  be 
paid  half-yearly  on  the  first  days  of  January  and  July, 
atthe  oflice  of  the  City  Treasurer.  The  principal  of 
said  loan  shall  be  payable  and  paid  at  the  expiration 
of  thirty  years  from  the  date  of  the  same  and  not 
before  without  the  consent  of  the  holders  thereof,  and 
certificates  therefor,  in  the  usual  form  of  certificates 
of  City  loan,  shall  be  issued  in  such  amounts  as  the 
lenders  may  require,  but  not  for  any  fractional  part  of 
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one  hundred  dollars,  or  if  refjuired,  in  amounts  of  five 
hundred  or  one  thousand  dollars,  and  it  shall  be  ex- 
pressed in  said  certificates,  that  the  said  loan  therein 
mentioned  and  the  interest  thereof  are  payable  free 
from  all  taxes. 

Section  2. — Whenever  any  loan  shall  be  made  by 
virtue  thereof,  there  shall  be,  by  force  of  this  ordin- 
ance, annually  appropriated  out  of  the  income  of  the 
corporate  estates,  and  from  the  sum  raised  by  taxation,

Eesolved^  By  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of

And  whereas,  Charles  Oat,  as  Superintendent  of 
Trusts,  did  cause  to  be  inserted  said  advertisement  in 
the  papers  named  in  said  ordinance;  and  which  is  in 
the  following  form,  that  is  to  say: 

Timber  Leave  for  Sale — Sealed  proposals  for  the 
timber  leave  of  the  Boudinot  Lands,  situated  on  the 
southeast  side  of  the  Susquehanna  river,  in  Burnside 
township,  Centre  county,  containing  about  thirteen 
thousand  acres,  will  be  received  by  the  Superintendent 
of  Trusts  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  at  his   office   in 
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Wills'  Hospital,  on  the  south  side  of  Logan  Square, 
until  the  twenty-fourth  day  of  June  next,  and  will  be 
opened  by  him  at  three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of 
that  day,  in  the  Chamber  of  the  Common  Council  of 
said  City,  in  the  presence  of  the  Committee  on  Trusts 
and  Fire  Department,  and  of  such  bidders  as  may 
attend.

.  the  agent  as  aforesaid  ;  and  the  sum  of  one  dollar  and 
fifty  cents  for  each  thousand  feet  of  sawlogs,  on  the 
basis  of  board  measurement. 

VII.  That  in  case  of  dispute,  the  parties  of  the  first 
part  will  be  conclusively  bound  by  the  decision  of  the 
agent  as  aforesaid. 

And  the  City  of  Philadelphia  as  Trustee  under  the 
will  of  Elias  Boundiuot,  covenants  to  and  with  the 
parties  of  the  first  part  that  they  will  allow  them

COMMUNICATION  FROM  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  SURVEYS. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  SURVEYS,')

To  Wilson  Kerr,  Esq.,  President  Common  Council. 

Dear  Sir  : — I  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  Coun- 
cils to  the  ditliculties  which  now  prevent  the  energetic 
prosecution  of  the  work  upon  the  Chestnut  Street 
Bridge,  and  which  I  believe  to  a  great  extent  could  be 
removed  b}^  Councils,  by  repealing  the  restrictions 
named  in  Ordinance  approving  the  contracts  for  the 
erection  of  the  Bridge. 

The  Ordiuance  named,  of  date  July  20,1861,  (page 
240,  Ord.  1861,)  requires  that  all  stone  for  the  abut- 
ments, piers,  and  approaches  shall  be  prepared  (except 
the  quarrying)  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  also, 
that  all  work  upon  the  Iron  superstructure,  though 
moulded  and  cast  at  Kaigns  Point,  N.  J.,  shall  be 
performed  by  residents  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

These  restrictions  were  considered  most  wise  by  all, 
when  the  Ordinance  passed,  as  advancing  the  interests 
of  a  class  of  workmen  then  mostly  out  of  employ- 
ment, and  would  thus  distribute  the  amount  to  be  ex- 
pended in  a  manner  that  would  reach  those  most 
needy ;  since  that  time  circumstances  have  greatly 
changed,  and  it  is  now  impossible  to  collect  such  as 
force  of  mechanics  upon  the  work  as  will  insure  its 
completion  within  the  limit  of  time  named  in 
contracts. 

Messrs.  Willcox  &  Whiting  have  by  letter  asked 
for  relief,  stating  that  although  they  advertise,  yet 
very  few  can  conform  to  the  restrictions ;  Messrs. 
Clark,  McGram  and  Kennedy  are  also  suftering,  their 
force  of  stone  cutters  is  too  small,  and  advertising 
appears  to  be  unavailing. 

If,  therefore,  they  are  compelled  to  continue  under 
the  retsrictions  named,  it  will  be  impossible  to   finish 
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the  work   within   the   time   specified,    while   if    thej 
should  be   relieved,  they  will   have   but   the   general 
scarcity  of  labor  to  contend  with.

Gentlemen  : — The  Committee  on  Highways  herewith 
beg  leave  to  report  an  ordinance  making  an  appropria- 
tion to  the  Department  of  Highways  of  the  sum  of 
fifty  thousand  dollars,  for  the  purpose  of  repairing  the 
bridges  carried  away  by  the  recent  storm.

REPORT    OF    COMMITTEE    ON    HIGHAVAYS. 

To  the  Select  and  Common  Councils 

of  the  Cit}/ of  Philadelphia: 

Gentlemen  : — The  Committee  on  Highways  respect- 
fully report  the  three  annexed  resolutions,  and  recom- 
mend their  adoption. 

1.  The  first  is  for  paving  Ellsworth  and  other  streets 
in  the  First  Ward.     This  paving  is  required,  asdwel- 
lings  are  now  in  progress  of  erection   on  the    line  of 
these  streets. 
10 
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2.  The  second  is  to  prevent  the  widening  of  the 
footwaj's  on  Spring  Garden  street,  between  Twenty- 
fourth  and  Twenty-fifth  streets.  This  resohition  is  re- 
sponsive to  a  petition  of  all  the  property  owners  in  the 
square  whore  the  change  is  made.  As  the  pi-operty 
owners  do  not  desire  the  widening,  the  Committee  do 
not  see  the  propriety  in  making  the  change.  If  the  foot 
ways  in  this  square  are  widened  the  same  must  he  done 
on  the  adjoining  square  to  the  east,  which  will  neces- 
sitate the  re  paving  of  both  cartway  and  footways  in  the 
latter  square,  at  an  expense  to  the  City  of  many  thou- 
sand dollars. 

3.  The  third  resolution  provides  for  the  laying  out 
plots  for  market  houses  on  Lehigh  avenue,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  requirements  of  the  deed  of  dedication. 
This  work  is  required  to  be  done  at  present,  as  the 
street  is  about  to  be  paved.  This  resolution  also  re- 
peals the  proviso  to  the  resolution  of  August  16th, 
1862,  which  prohibits  th©  City  from  furnishing  cross- 
ing stone  for  Lehigh  avenue.  As  it  has  been  the  uni- 
form practice  of  the  City  to  furnish  crossing  stones  for 
all  the  streets  in  the  City  not  occupied  by  passenger 
railways,  the  Commitiee  cannot  understand  why  an 
exception  was  made  of  Lehigh  avenue.  That  the 
crossings  are  required,  no  one  will  doubt;  that  they 
are  much  needed  at  present,  the  Committee  are  tho- 
roughl}^  convinced.  This  is  one  of  the  leading  outlets 
for  the  large  number  of  people  who  reside  north  of 
this  avenue  to  the  Frankford  road.  It  is  also  at  pre- 
sent, the  only  way  to  the  Roman  Catholic  church  and 
the  Parochial  School,  which  are  located  upon  it,  and 
from  eight  Imndred  to  eleven  hundred  children  have 
to  pass  along  this  avenue  four  times  a  day.  Notwith- 
standing these  facts  the  footways,  in  many  places,  are 
unpaved,  and  at  the  crossing  of  each  intersecting  street 
during  the  winter  season  it  is  almost  impassable,  for 
want  of  crossing  stones.  For  these,  and  many  other 
reasons,  the  Committee  consider  it  proper  and  neces- 
sary,   instead  of  prohibiting   the   laying   of  crossing 
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stones  in  this  avenue,  that   they  should  be  laid    and 

furnished  immediately.

Sixteenth  street  from 
Carpenter  to  Federal  street,  and  Lukens  street  from 
Fifteenth  to  Sixteenth  street.  The  contractor,  in 
each  case,  to  be  selected  by  a  majority  of  the  owners 
of  the  property  fronting  on  said  streets.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  examined  the  comrannieation  of 
the  American  Cemetery  Association  of  Philadelphia 
relative  to  the  charging  of  tolls  on  the  Ridge  Turnpike 
frcm  persons  going  to  and  returning  from  funerals. 
However  aggrieved  the  petitioners  may  be,  Councils 
can  aiford  them  no  redress,  as  they  have  no  more  con- 
trol over  a  turnpike  or  railroad  company  within  the 
Ciry,  so  far  as  tolls  are  concerned,  than  they  have  over 
a  bank  or  other  corporation. 

I  have  no  doubt  the  Turnpike  Company  deem  the 
act  in  question  unconstitutional,  as  conilicting  with  the 
privileges  granted  them  under  their  charter,  and  there- 
fore demand  the  toll.  The  petitioners  can  test  the 
validity  of  this  course  by  a  proceeding  at  law,  which 
they  can  commence  without  any  difiiculty,  under  the 
advice  of  counsel,  but  the  City,  in  its  corporate  capa- 
city, can  afford  them  no  redress.

From  all  the  information  your  Committee  can  obtain, 
we  are  of  opinion  that  several  thousand  men  have  en- 
listed from  our  city  whose  names  do  not  appear  upon 
the  abstract  record  kept  by  Colonel  Ruflf.  A  captain 
having  a  company  of  eighty  men,  has  them  sworn  into 
service,  and  it  frequently  occurs  that  the  company  does 
not  receive  marching'  orders  for  some  days  after  being 
thus  mustered  into  service.  In  the  meantime,  and 
during  their  stay  in  this  city,  enlisting  is  going  on, 
until  the  company  reaches  the  maximum  of  ninety- 
eight  men;  of  this  increased  number  of  eighteen  men, 
no  account  is  kept  in  this  city. 
12 
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The  Commission  appointed  by  Councils  to  relieve 
families  of  Volunteers  are  now,  and  have  been,  afford- 
ing relief  to  families  where  the  volunteer  was  a  resident 
of  our  city  from  May.  1861,  no  matter  in  what  regiment 
the  volunteer  enlisted.  The  action  of  the  Relief  Cora- 
mission  was  changed  in  October,  1861,  upon  the 
proclamation  of  the  Executive  prohibiting  enlistments 
in  Philadelphia  for  other  than  Pennsylvania  regiments. 
Your  Committee  have  reason  to  believe  that  we  are 
now  furnishing  relief  to  at  least  two  thousand  families 
who  are  residents  of  our  city,  the  volunteers  having 
been  enrolled  in  New  York,  New  Jersey  or  Delaware 
regiments.  The  number  of  persons  applying  for  and 
obtaining  relief  is  about  one-third  of  those  that  enter 
the  service,  and  it  is  therefore  reasonable  to  infer  that 
six  thousand  of  our  citizens  have  enlisted  in  regiments 
outside  of  this  State. 

Your  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  a  city  whose 
citizens  have  so  patriotically  furnished  nearly  forty-five 
thousand  gallant  defenders  of  the  Constitution,  and 
whose  government  has  appropriated  some  millions  of 
dollars  in  support  of  her  soldierj",  should  be  spared  the 
mortification  of  a  draft.  If  justice  is  done  to  our  citi- 
zens by  the  Executive,  we  think  Philadelphia  is  entitled 
to  a  credit  on  a  subsequent  draft,  if  an  additional  one 
should  unfortunately  be  required. 

Your  Committee  have  communicated  with  the  Gov- 
ernor on  this  subject,  and  enclosed  him  a  copy  of  Lhis 
report,  and  they  ask  leave  to  be  continued.

The  contract  in  each  case  to  be  awarded  to  the  per- 
son or  persons  who  shall  be  selected  by  a  majority  of 
the  owners  of  property  who  shall  own  at  least  one-ljalf 
of  the  whole  distance  to  be  paved.

of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  : 

Gentlemen  : — In  answer  to  a  resolution  adopted  by 

your  honorable  body  October  9,  1862,  I  beg  leave  to

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say  that  the  contract  betweeji  Emile  Geyelin  and  the 
City  of  Phihiclelphia,  dated  April  15, 1861,  lor  the  con- 
struction and  erection  of  Turbine  water  wheels,  pumps, 
&c.,  at  Fairmount,  has  not  yet  been  fulfilled,  there  are 
portions  of  the  machinery  that  do  not  yet  work  en- 
tirely satisfactory,  and  which  will  not  be  accepted  by 
the  Department  until  made  to  operate  entirely  so.  The 
details  are  as  follows  : 

The  gate  of  one  Turbine  will  not  close  sufficiently 
to  entirely  prevent  the  waste  of  water  through  the 
wheel.  The  gearing  for  raising  the  gates  does  not  yet 
work  effectually,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  guides  and 
worRing  surfaces  of  the  gates  have  become  so  much 
rusted  by  exposure  as  to  increase  the  friction  beyond 
the  strength  of  the  gearing,  this  will  be  remedied  either 
by  increasing  the  strength  of  the  gearing  or  by  coun- 
terbalancing the  gates. 

The  main  gearing  works  accurately  and  smoothly, 
but  it  has  not  been  in  operation  a  sufficient  length  of 
time  to  test  whether  the  amount  of  surface  presented 
by  the  teeth  of  the  several  wheels  is  adequate  to  the 
work  to  be  performed.  ; 

A  sufficient  length  of  time  has  not  yet  been  given  to  test 
fully  whether  the  steps  which  support  the  water  wheel 
shafts  are  of  sufficient  area  to  resist  the  immense  pres- 
sure upon  them  ;  if  they  are  found  insufficient,  an  addi- 
tional step  will  be  placed  upon  each  shaft  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  contractor.  The  above  includes  all  the 
points  to  be  disposed  of  in  reference  to  the  adequacy 
of  the  several  parts  of  the  work ;  there  are  yet  some 
minor  parts  unfinished,  consisting  of  the  ornamental 
brass  plates  for  the  shafts,  brass  oil  cups,  &c.,  which  do 
not  in  any  way  prevent  or  interfere  with  the  operation 
of  any  part  of  the  machinery,  and  which  it  was  not  de- 
sired to  finish  until  the  whole  work  was  in  satisfactory 
and  successful  operation ;  these,  however,  are  all  ready, 
and  can  be  put  into  theii-  places  in  a  few  hours.  No 
part  of  the  reservation  of  ten  per  cent,  has  been  paid 
•  Mr.  Geyelin,  and  besides  this,  over  one  thousand  dol- 
lars have  been  retained  to  cover  any  contingent  ex- 
15 
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penses  that  might  arise  before  the  completion  of  the 
work  by  him,  making  a  total  reservation  of  $5,550  00, 
It  is  the  intention  to  withhold  this  amount  until  the 
work  is  completed  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Depart- 
ment, and  accepted  by  the  City,  unless  otherwise  or- 
dered by  the  committee. 

During  the  time  the  Spring  Garden  works  were  out 
of  service  by  the  recent  freshet,  the  new  wheels  and 
pumps  at  Fairmount  were  in  constant  operation,  and 
but  for  the  valuable  assistance  they  rendered,  the  dis- 
trict supplied  by  the  Spring  Garden  works,  would  have 
been  almost  entirely  without  v^^ater.  They  have  all 
been  run  at  intervals  since  June  last,  and  the  defects 
have  not  been  found  greater  than  is  usual  and  incident 
to  new  machinery  of  this  character  and  magnitude. 

In  reference  to  the  per  centage  of  duty  I  am  prepared 
to  say  from  the  limited  experience  and  tests  of  the 
pumping  capacity  of  the  works,  I  estimate  the  duty  at 
somewhat  over  seventy  per  cent.  This  is  not  as  great 
as  the  duty  given  by  Mr.  Geyelin's  model  wheel,  nor 
quite  as  much  as  that  guaranteed  in  the  contract,  but  1 
attribute  this  principally  to  the  injudicious  arrangement 
and  limited  siae  of  the  ascending^  main,  and  to  the  im- 
perfections in  the  machinery  before  referred  to.  I  am 
confident  that  with  a  direct  ascending  main  to  the  re- 
servoir of  an  area  equaling,  and  in  proportion  to  the 
area  of  pumps,  and  after  the  machinery  is  fully  com- 
pleted and  in  operation  for  a  reasonable  length  of  time 
to  make  it  perfectly  free  and  smooth  in  all  its  parts, 
that  the  wheels  will  give  the  full  duty  guaranteed  in  the 
contract. 

Up  to  this  point  in  tlie  progress  of  the  work,  the  pro- 
visions and  obligations  of  the  contract  have  been 
strictly  enforced,  and  whenever  the  whole  work  shall 
have  been  completed,  in  operation,  and  accepted  by 
the  Department,  the  contract  will  have  been  fulfilled  ; 
but  until  a  sufiicient  length  of  time  has  been  given  to 
thoroughly  test  every  detail  of  the  work,  I  do  not  deem 
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it  prudent  to  declare  the  cootract  perfectly  fulfilled,  or 
to  pay  the  reservation  withheld  under  its  provisions.

AN  ORDINANCE 
To  levy  and  fix  the  Hate  of  Taxes  for  the  year  1863. 

■  Section  1. — The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain:  That  the  City 
Commissioners  are  hereby  authorized  and  required 
forthwith  to  levy  on  the  taxable  property  returned  by 
the  assessors  as  the  assessment  made  in  the  year  1862, 
(except  such  as  is  marked  "rural,")  a  tax  of  two  hun- 
dred and  twenty  cents  in  the  hundred  dollars  on  the 
assessed  value  thereof,  and  upon  every  taxable  inhab- 
itant of  the  City  the  sum  of  twenty-tive  cents. 

Section  2.  The  said  tax  to  be  levied  for  the  year 
1863,  as  one  city  and  county  tax,  and  is  hereby  voted 
for  the  followino-  objects  for  the  same  year,  viz  : 

1.  For  the  relief  and  employment  of  the  poor  the 
sum  of  iifteen  cents. 

2.  For  the  public  schools  the  sum  of  thirty-two 
cents. 

3.  For  lighting  the  City  the  sum  of  fourteen  cents. 

4.  For  the  payment  of  interest  on  the  funded  debt,and 
for  the  sinking  fund  the  sum  of  one  dollar  and  five  cents. 

5.  For  the  care  of  the  pul)lic  highways  the  sum  of 
sixteen  cents. 

6.  For  the  remaining  expenses  of  the  municipality 
the  sum  of  thirty-eight  cents. 

And  said  amounts  are  hereby  declared  to  be  subject 
to  further  direction  by  ordinance ;  audit  shall  be  the 
duly  cf  the  lieceiver  of  Taxes  to  cause  to  be  printed 
on  the  tax  bills  the  rates  of  taxes  voted  for  the  objects 
hereinbefore  mentioned. 

Section  3.  On  all  such  portions  of  assessed  property 
ma-rked  "rural,"  only  two-thirds  of  the  tax  shall  be 
levied  ;  and  no  part  of  that  set  apart  for  the  relief  and 
employment  of  the  poor,  shall  be  levied  on  the  assessed 
property  situate  in  the  wards  where  houses  for  the  ac- 
commodation of  the  poor  are  provided,  as  required  by 
the  eighteenth  section  of  the  act  of  January  2,  1854. 
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Section  4.  That  in  pursuance  to  the  power  vested 
in  the  Councils  of  Philadelphia,  by  "a  further  sup- 
plement to  an  act  to  incorporate  tlie  City  of  J'hiladel- 
phia,"  approved  April  17th,  1861,  there  shall  be  the 
following  allowance  made  to  the  payers  of  taxes,  and 
penalty  added  for  their  non-payment,  by  the  Receiver 
of  Taxes,  to  wit :  at  the  rate  of  twelve  per  cent,  per 
annum  from  the  date  of  payment  until  the  first  day  of 
January,  if  paid  before  the  first  day  of  September  ;  if 
paid  after  the  first  day  of  September,  and  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  October,  an  addition  of  one  per  cent., 
and  if  not  paid  until  after  the  first  day  of  October, 
then  an  addition  of  two  per  cent,  shall  be  added  to  and 
payable  on  the  same ;  and  if  not  paid  until  after  the 
first  day  of  December,  then  an  addition  of  three  per 
cent,  shall  be  added  to  and  payable  on  the  same.

To  the  President  and  Members  of  Common  Council 

of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  : 

Gentlemen  : — The  undersigned  Committee,  to  whom 
was  referred  the  ordinance  entitled  "  An  ordinance  to 
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make  au  appropriation  for  the  purchase  of  the  bridge 
over  the  river  ISchnjIkill,  at  Penrose  Ferry,"  respect- 
fnlly  report,  That  they  have  examined  the  bridge  pro- 
posed to  be  purchased  under  the  ordinance  above 
named. 

Your  Committee  beg  leave  to  state  that  the  subject 
of  purchasing  Penrose  Ferry  bridge,  and  to  relieve  the 
citizens  of  the  southern  part  of  the  City,  whose  busi- 
ness requires  them  to  use  this  bridge,  from  the  pay- 
ment of  toll,  is  no  new  subject.  The  citizens  of  that 
section  of  our  City  have  frequently  petitioned  Councils 
to  purchase  this  brige,  or  effect  such  an  arrangement 
with  the  owners  of  the  bridge,  by  which  the  same 
will  be  opened  to  the  public,  free  of  charge. 

The  citizens  residing  in  that  L)0ality  ask  Councils  to 
extend  to  them  the  same  measure  of  justice  that  has 
been  afibrded  citizens  in  all  the  other  portions  of  the 
City. 

The  Committee  on  Highways,  on  the  twenty-seventh 
day  of  May,  A.  D.  1861,  submitted  to  Councils  a  very 
full  and  able  report  upon  this  subject.  This  report 
will  be  found  in  the  Appendix  to  Journal  of  Common 
Council,  1861,  page  691,  by  perusal  ot  which  we  learn 
that  under  an  act  of  Assembly  passed  in  the  year  1839, 
the  Commissioners  of  Philadelphia  were  authorized  and 
did  pay  lifty-three  thousand  three  hundred  and  thirty- 
three  dollars  and  thirty-three  cents  to  free  the  bridge 
over  the  Schuylkill  at  Market  street,  and  under  the 
same  act  the  Commissioners  of  Philadelphia  County 
were  authorized  to  erect  a  bridge  over  the  Schuylkill 
at  Fairmount,  by  which  authority  the  Suspension 
Bridge  was  erected  at  the  supposed  cost  of  forty  thou- 
sand dollars. 

In  the  year  1847,  the  sura  of  $55,000  was  paid  to  the 
Philadelphia,  Wilmington  and  Baltimore  Eailroad 
Company  to  secure  free  travel  over  the  bridge  at  Gray's 
Fvrry. 

In  the  year  1854  the  Girard  Avenue  Bridge  was  con- 
structed by  the  County  of  Philadelphia,  at  a  cost  ex- 
ceeding one  hundred  thousand   dollars.     In  the  year 
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1801  the  sum  of  |32,000  was  appropriated  to  construct 
a  free  bridge  at  the  Falls  of  Schuylkill  ;  and  in  the 
same  year  the  Councils  of  Philadelphia  authorized  the 
construction  of  a  cast  iron  bridge  over  the  Hchuylkill 
at  Chestnut  street,  at  a  cost  of  two  hundred  >and  nine- 
teen thousand  dollars. 

The  Committee  on  Highways  recommended  the  pur- 
chase of  Penrose  Ferry  Bridge  at  a  fair  and  just  valu- 
ation, and  submitted  an  ordinance  providing  for  an  es- 
timate of  the  same,  May  27th,  1861. 
The  estimated  cost  submitted  to  the  Committe

By  an  ordinance  passed  April  oOth,  1862,  an  esti- 
mate of  the  value  of  the  Penrose  Ferry  Bridge  was 
directed  to  be  prepared  by  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the 
City,  in  conjunction  with  a  person  of  competent  skill 
and  knowledge,  to  be  appointed  by  the  owners  of  the 
bridge.  By  reference  to  Appendix  of  Journal  of  Com- 
mon Council  1862,  page  693,  will  bo  tound  the  report 
and  estimate  of  Strickland  Kneass  and  Edward  Mil- 
ler, Esqs.

Being  very  little  over  fifty  per  cent,  of  the  cost  of 
building  said  bridge,  as  reported  to  the  Committee  in 
1861. 

The  Chief  Engineer,  in  the  report,  gives  an  opinion 
in  regard  to  the  sufhciency  of  the  bridge  to  sustain  the 
probable  traffic.  He  states  that  the  masonry  is  sub- 
stantial, and  has  stood  since  its  completion  without 
giving  an}'  evidence  of  settlement  or  cracking,  indi- 
cating that  the  foundations  are  sufficient. 

Your  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  citizens  re- 
siding in  the  southern  part  of  the  City,  whose  busi- 
ness requires  them  to  use  Penrose  Ferry  Bridge  in 
crossing  the  Schuylkill  river,  have  good  reason  to  claim 
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a  free  bridge  at  that  point.  There  is  nothing  unfair 
iu  their  persistent  demand,  especially  when  we  consider 
that  they,  in  common  with  citizens  in  other  portions 
of  our  City  where  they  have  free  bridges,  have  paid 
their  full  share  into  the  City  Treasury,  out  of  which 
Treasury  has  been  paid  the  several  sums  of  monay  ap- 
propriated to  purchase  free  travel  or  construct  new 
bridges  in  every  locality  where  they  are  rewired  save 
this  one. 

Your  Committee  cannot  believe  that  Councils  would 
tolerate  any  invidious  distinction  of  locality  by  refus- 
ing to  aid  in  making  Penrose  Ferry  Bridge  free  to  pub- 
lic use  by  purchasing  the  same. 

Your  Committee  report  the  bill  as  committed,  and 
recommend  the  passage  thereof.

Gentlemen  :  —  The  Committee  on  Highways,  to 
whom  was  re  committed  the  annexed  resolution  autho- 
rizing the  grading  of  Hancock  and  Christian  streets, 
with  instructions  to  report  the  cost  of  the  same,  and 
such  additional  facts  as  may  come  to  their  knowledge. 

In  pursuance  of  said  instructions  the  Committee  re- 
examined the  subject.  The  number  of  cubic  yards 
of  grading  upon  Christian  street  is  twenty-nine  hun- 
dred, which  at  fifteen  cents  per  cubic  yard,  v.'ill amount 
to  four  hundred  and  thirty-five  dollars.  There  is  an 
imperative  necessity  for  the  grading  of  Christian  street 
west  of  Twenty-second  street,  for  the  purpose  of  surf- 
ace drainage.  At  the  intersection  of  Twenty-second 
and  Christian  streets  there  is  what  is  called  basin,  there 
being  a  (Jown  grade  from  every  direction  to  that  point 
from  six  or  seven  squares  around.  The  consequence 
is  that  all  the  surface  water  collects  at  this  point,  over- 
flowing all  the  cellars  in  the  neighborhood  and  other- 
wise doing  great  damage.  The  Committee  are  fear- 
ful that  several  new  houses  now  in  progress  of  erec- 
tion on  Christian  street  west  of  Twenty- second  street 
will  fall,  by  reason  of  the  water  running  into  the  cel- 
lars, and  fall  they  must  unless  this  grading  is  done. 
The  grading  of  Hancock  street  amounts  to  two  thou- 
sand two  hundred  and  sixty-six  and  forty  hundreths 
cubic  yards,  which  at  fifteen  cents  per  cubic  yard  will 
amount  to  three  hundred  and  forty  dollars.  The  pro- 
perty owners  along  the  line  of  this  street  are  patiently 
awfiiting  the  action  of  Councils  to  have  Hancock 
street  graded  and  paved,  that  they  may  improve  their 
property  and  make  it  more  productive  as  well  to  the 
city  as  to  themselves.  The  Messrs.  Norris  own  the 
one  side  of  the  street,  and  they  are  very  anxious  to 
have  this  work  done.     Such  public  spirited  gentlemen 
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when  they  ask  from  tlie  city  anything  that  is  fair  and 
just  (and  they  woidd  ask  nothing  else)  should  not  he 
denied  their  reasonable  request.  Besides  the  public 
have  an  interest  in  having  this  street  put  in  a  travel- 
able  condition,  as  it  is  one  of  the  leading  thoroughfares 
to  the  Norris  square.

Your  Committee  appointed  a  sub-committee  to  visit 
Harrisburg  and  Washington  to  collect  further  evidence 
to  establish  the  feet  beyond  all  doubt,  that  the  citizens 
of  Philadelphia  had  patriotically  furnished  all  the  vol- 
unteers required  under  the  several  requisitions  of  the 
President. 

The  members  of  your  Committee  had  interviews 
with  the  Chief  Commissioners  of  Draft,  also  with 
other  gentlemen  connected  with  the  Draft  Commission, 
and  endeavored  to  convince  them  that  Philadelphia 
had  furnished  its  full  quota  of  volunteers,  and  her  cit- 
izens should  be  spared  the  mortification  of  a  draft.  In 
this  effort  your  Committee  was  unsuccessful. 

A  special  meeting  of  Councils  was  convened  by  di- 
rection of  his  honor,  the  Mayor,  on  the  27th  ult.,  to 
take  action  upon  the  "  Ordinance  to  promote  enlist- 
ments and  to  obviate  the  necessity  of  a  draft  for  sol- 
diers in  the  City  of  Philadelphia." 

The  Mayor,  in  his  message  to  Councils,  asserted  the 
fact  that  Philadelphia  had  furnished  its  full  quota  of 
volunteers,  and  recommended  that  meetings  of  our 
citizens  be  held  in  each  precinct  in  the  several  Wards, 
to  take  measures  to  ascertain  the  name  of  each  volun- 
teer who  had  been  enlisted  into  the  service  of  the 
United  States.     Agreeably  to  the  recommendation  of 
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his  honor  the  IVrayor,  Councils   did  unanimously  pass 
the  following  resolution. 

KESOLU^ION 
Relative  to  the  alleged  deficit  in  the  quota  af  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Hesolved,  By  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  I'hiladelphia,  That  the  Mayor  be  requested  to 
is8ue  his  I'roclam  ttion,  callins;  upon  the  citizens  of 
Philadelphia  to  ascertain,  forthwith,  by  means  of  pre- 
cinct organizaJons,  and  report  to  the  Commissioners 
charged  with  the  draft,  the  name  and  residence  of 
every  person  who  has  enlisted  from  this  City,  with  the 
company  and  regiment  to  which  attached,  in  order  that 
due  credit  may  be  given  the  City  of  Philadelphia  for 
the  patriotic  devotion  of  its  citizens,  and  believing 
that  the  City  has  already  furnished  more  than  her 
proper  quota,  by  such  a  thorough  and  accurate  investi- 
gation save  the  necessity  of  a  military  draft. 

The  Mayor,  at  the  request  of  Councils,  issued  hia 
proclamation  in  accordance  with  the  above  resolution. 

The  citizens  of  113  precincts  held  meetings  and  ap- 
pointed block  committees  to  ascertain  the  number  of 
volunteers  enlisting  therefrom,  and  from  an  examina- 
tion of  the  reports  made,  became  convinced  that  the 
City  was  entitled  to  a  further  credit  of  4482  volunteers 
more  than  had  been  credited  to  the  city  by  the  com- 
missioners on  draft. 

Your  Committee  do  firmly  believe,  that  if  the  citi- 
zens of  every  precinct  in  the  city  had  acted  upon  the 
BUggestio}!  of  the  Mayor,  it  would  have  been  fully 
proved  that  Philadelphia  has  furnished  40.000  of  heu 
citizens  voluntarily,  to  defend  the  institutions  of  our 
country.  As  Philadel[)liians,  we  feel  pround  to  report : 
That  the  Commissioners  of  Draft  did  acknowledge  on 
the  3d  inst.,  that  our  city  has  furnished  1428  volun- 
teers more  than  our  city's  quota  under  all  the  requi- 
sitions of  the  President,  and  our  citizens  are  therefore 
free  from  the  draft. 
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The  Committee  submit  the  arinexed  ordinance  pro- 
vidng  for  the  payment  of  expenses  incurred,  and  re- 
commend its  passage.

— The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain:  That  it  shall  not 
be  lawful  for  any  military,  or  other  body  of  men,  to 
march  upon  any  of  the  bridges  over  the  river  Schuyl-

step.  Any  violation  of  this  law  shall  subject  the  com- 
manding officer  crossing  with  the  military,  or  any  one 
of  the  men  composing  an  ordinary  procession,  to  a 
line  of  five  dollars,  to  be  collected  as  debts  of  a  like 
amount  due  the  City  are  now  by  law  collected. 

Section  2. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  watchmen 
of  the  bridges  belonging  to  the  City,  to  report  to  the 
Chief  of  Police  of  any  violation  of  this  ordinance, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  proceed  at  once  to  collect  the 
fine  or  fines  incurred.

Gentlemen  : — The  Committee  ou  Finance,  have 
had  their  attention  called  to  Sections  19,  20,  and  21 
of  "An  ordinance  relating  to  the  Department  of  the 
City  Commissioners  and  the  Board  of  Revision"  ap- 
proved November  6,  1862.  Thej  are  of  opinion  that 
they  should  be  repealed. 

Sec  19  provides,  that  the  tax  duplicates  should  be 
made  out  by  clerks  in  45  days.  The  custom  has  al- 
ways been  to  put  the  tax  cluplicates  for  each  ward 
in  the  charge  of  one  person,  and  your  Committee 
think  this  way  the  better. 

Sec.  20  provides,  that  the  cost  of  making  out  tax 
duplicates  shall  be  as  therein  specified.  This  is  no 
proper  subject  for  an  ordinance  providing  for  a  per- 
manent code,  as  the  list  of  taxables  increase  each 
year,  and  the  wards  become  improved,  this  matter  is 
subject  to  constant  change,  and  it  therefore  can  be 
best  regulated  in  the  annual  appropriation  bills. 

Sec.  21  provides  that  a  copy  of  the  tax  duplicate 
shall  be  deposited  at  the  office  of  the  City  Controller, 
This  is  a  needless  expense  and  productive  of  no  pub- 
lic use.  The  Committee  introduce  a  Supplement  to 
that  ordinance,  repealing  the  three  sections  and  enac- 
ting so  much  of  section  21  as  provides  that  the  allow- 
ances shall  be  certified  to  the  Controller.

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Coramou  Councils  of  tlie 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain  :  That  the  City  Com- 
missioners are  hereby  authorized  and  required  forth- 
with to  levy  on.  the  taxable  property  returned  by  the 
assessors  as  the  assessment  made  in  the  year  1862, 
(except  such  as  is  marked  "rural,")  a  tax  of  two  hun- 
dred cents  in  the  hundred  dollars  on  the  assessed  value 
thereof,  and  upon  every  taxable  inhabitant  of  the  City 
the  sura  of  twenty-five  cents. 

Section  2.  The  said  tax  to  be  levied  for  the  year 
1863,  as  one  city  and  county  tax,  and  is  hereby  voted 
for  the  following  objects  for  the  same  year,  viz  : 

1.  For  the  relief  and  employment  of  the  poor  the 
sum  of  fourteen  cents. 

2.  For  the  public  schools  the  sum  of  thirty-two 
cents. 

3.  For  lighting  the  City  the  sum  of  fourteen  cents. 

4.  For  the  payment  of  interest  on  the  funded  debt, 
and  for  the  sinking  fund,  the  sum  of  one  dollar  and 
five  cents. 

5.  For  the  care  of  the  public  highways  the  sum  of 
sixteen  cents. 

6.  For  the  remaining  expenses  of  the  municipality 
the  sum  of  nineteen  cents. 

And  said  amounts  are  hereby  declared  to  be  sub- 
ject to  further  direction  by  ordinance  ;  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  to  cause  to  be  prin- 
ted on  the  tax  bills  the  rates  of  taxes  voted  for  the 
objects  hereinbefore  mentioned. 

Section  3.  On  all  such  portions  of  assessed  property 
marked  "rural,"  only  two-thirds  of  the  tax  shall  be 
levied ;  and  no  part  of  that  set  apart  for  the  relief  and 
employment  of  the  poor,  shall  be  levied  on  the  as- 
sessed property  situate  in  the  wards  where  houses  for 
the  accommodation  of  the  poor  are  provided,  as  re- 
fjuired  by  the  cighteenrh  section  of  the  act  of  January 
2,  18.^4. 
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Section  4.  That  in  pursuance  to  the  power  vested 
in  the  Councils  of  Philadelphia,  by  "a  further  supple- 
ment to  an  act  to  incorporate  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia," approved  April  17th,  1861,  there  shall  be  the 
following  allowance  made  to  the  payers  of  taxes,  and 
penalty  added  for  their  non-payment,  by  the  Receiver 
of  Taxes,  to  wit :  at  the  rate  of  twelve  per  cent,  per 
annum  from  the  date  of  payment  until  the  first  day  of 
January,  if  paid  before  the  first  day  of  September  ;  if 
paid  after  the  first  day  of  September,  and  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  October,  an  addition  of  one  per  cent., 
and  if  not  paid  until  after  the  first  day  of  October, 
then  an  addition  of  two  per  cent,  shall  be  added  to 
and  payable  on  the  same  ;  and  if  not  paid  until  after 
the  first  day  of  December,  then  an  addition  of  three 
per  cent,   shall  be  added  to  and  payable  on  the  same.

The  contract  to  be  awarded  to  the  person  or  persons 
who  shall  be  selected  by  a  majority  of  the  ov/ners  of 
property,  owning  at  least  the  one  half  of  the  whole 
distance  to  be  paved.  The  conditions  of  which  con- 
tract shall  be,  that  the  contractor  shall  collect  the  cost 
of  said  paving  from  the  owners  of  property  in  front 
of  whose  premises  the  said  paving  is  to  be  done.

Gentlemen: — The  Joint  Special  Committee  to 
which  was  referred  a  communication  from  the  Recorder 
of  Deeds,  in  relation  to  the  re-copying  of  certain 
books  of  record  in  his  office,  report  that  they  have  ex- 
amined the  books  referred  to  by  the  Recorder  of 
Deeds  in  his  communication  to  Councils,  and  lind  some 
of  them  in  a  condition  which  renders  them  unfit  for 
use,  and  others  in  which  numbers  of  the  leaves  are 
much  decayed  and  broken. 

These  books  are  very  old,  and  contain  copies  of 
deeds  and  titles  to  land  in  the  city  and  county,  some 
of  which  bear  date  as  early  as  1687,  the  series  extend- 
ing from  this  period  through  many  subsequent  years. 
It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Comraitree  that  records  so 
valuable  as  evidences  of  title  to  real  estate  should  be 
kept  in  a  condition  to  admit  of  convenient  reference 
and  examination  by  those  whose  business  or  interest 
may  require  the  investigation  of  ancient  conveyances 
of  landed  property  within  the  city  and  county  of 
Philadelphia. 

The  Committee  was  furnished  with  an  estimate  bj 
the  Recorder  of  Deeds,  showing  the  number  of  pages 
which  in  his  opinion  should  be  re-copied,  to  be  four 
thousand  and  ninety-three.  This  however  includes 
some  books  of  which  considerable  portions  are  in 
tolerably  good  condition,  and  which  with  careful  usage 
will  be  serviceable  for  some  years  to  come.  The  num- 
ber of  pages  which  the  committee  think  absolutely

M.UORITY-RKPORT  OF  SPROTAL  OOMMITTEE  TO  INVKSTKi^TE 
THE  CASE  OF  THOMAS  J.   NUFFIELD. 

To  the  Common  Council  of  the   City  of  Philadelphia : 

Gentlemen: — The  committee  to  whom  was  referred 
''the  preamble  and  resolution  declaring  the  seat  of 
Thomas  J.  Duffield,  of  the  Eighteenth  Ward,  vacant," 
and  also  the  petition  of  the  citizens  of  the  Eighteenth 
AVard,  praying  that  the  seat  of  the  said  Thomas  J. 
Duffield  should  be  vacated,  respectfully  report, 

That  pursuant  to  their  appointment,  they  held  sev- 
eral meetings,  at  all  of  which  Mr.  Duffield  was  in  at- 
tendance with  his  counsel.  Thirteen  witnesses  were 
examined,  and  the  fullest  and  fairest  opportunity  was 
afforded  Mr.  Duffield  and  his  counsel  to  disprove  the  al- 
legations which  had  been  made  and  proven  against  him. 

The  Committee  consider  the  question  one  of  great 
importance,  transcending  far  either  the  right  of  a  mem- 
ber to  a  seat,  or  even  the  transient  success  of  a  party. 
It  is  a  question  between  the  National  Government  and 
the  City  of  Philadelphia :  between  the  central  power 
and  the  municipality.  Power  is  as  aggressive  as  it  is 
despotic.  Hence  it  i-equires  to  be  diligently  watched, 
else  it  will  usurp  every  right  and  destroy  every  privi- 
lege. To  avoid  this  danger,  power  should  he  dietrib- 
36 
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uteil  and  its  bonndaries  well  defined  :  in  this  consists 
our  safety  and  our  freedom.     It  is  an  important  truth 
supported    by  sound   reason  and  the  highest  historical 
evidence  that  the  creation   of  numerous  municipal  in- 
stitutions, and  their  firm   establishment  throughout  a 
large  empire  is   essential  to  the  preservation  of  civil 
and  politi  al  liberty:     The  rise,  progress  and  indepen- 
dence of  cities,  towns  and  boroughs  is  to  a  large  extent 
the  history    of  civil    liberty,     ''When   feudal  tyranny, 
exerted    in   the  way  of  levying  contributions    for  the 
prosecution     of  feudal     wars,    became   insupportable 
and   the  rights  of  the  denizens   of  cities,  which  men 
esteem  the  most  valuable  in  social  life,  were  denied,  the 
commercial  cities  of  Italy  were    incited   to   throw  off 
their  feudal  fetters    and  to    demand  governments  ap- 
proximating in  a  much  nearer  degree  to   the   freedom 
and  independence  of  the  Roman  Municipia.     And  this 
laudable  and  manly  spirit  was  fortunately  encouraged 
by  the  feeble  and  imperfectjurisdiction  of  the  German 
Emperors,  their  distance  from  Italy,  and  the   engage- 
ments in  papal  controversies.     Those  cities  accordingly 
in   the   eleventh  century,    boldly    assumed  new  priv- 
ileges and  formed  themseves  into  bodies  politic  under 
laws  made  by  their  own  consent.     In    some   instances 
sums  of  money  w^ere  paid  for  certain  immunities   and 
in     others    they    were    conferred   gratuitously.     The 
passion  for  liberty  had  in  fact  become    so   general   in 
Italy  before  the  termination  of  the    last   crusade,  that 
every  city  had  exorted,  or  purchased,  or  received  from 
the  generosity  of  the  Prince  upon  whom  it   had   been 
dependent,    a  grant  of  very  extensive  and   important 
corporate  privileges."  (Robertson's  Charles  V.  chap.  5.) 
"And  such  was  the  progress  and  development  of  these 
cities,  that  in  the  thirteenth   century  the  free  cities  of 
Germany  had  acquired  such  opulence  and  power  as  en- 
abled them  to  form  the  famous  Hanseatic  league,  which 
rendered  them  so  formidable  to  the  military  powers  in 
their  vicinity."  (Miller's  Hist.  Views  of  Kng.  (:}ov.  340.) 
'•  The,  exanipie  afi'Drdod  by  Italy  of  innovation  upon 
the  principles  of  feudal  government  was  soon  followed 
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by  France,  and  the  exemption  of  French  towns  from 
feudal  rapacity  was  extorted  from  LouiH  le  Gros. — (Sir 
James  Mfickintosh's  History  of  Engh^nd,  Vol.  1,  page 
205).  "  The  same  practice  was  afterwards  adopted  in 
Spain,  in  England,  and  tlie  rest  of  the  feudal  countries 
and  b}'  this  means  order  and  security,  industry,  trade, 
and  the  arts  revived  in  Italy,  France,  Germany,  Flai:- 
ders  and  England." — (Kent's  Commentaries,  2  Vol. 
270.)  "■  And  to  the  institution  of  civil  corporations 
with  large  ctjarter  privileges  may  be  attributed  in  some 
considerable  degree,  the  introduction  of  regular  Gov- 
ernment and  stable  protection  after  Europe  had  for 
many  ages  been  deprived  by  the  inundation  of  barbar- 
ians of  the  civilization  and  science  which  had  accom- 
panied the  Roman  power". — (Smith's  Wealth  of  Na- 
tions, Vol.  1,  page  395-401.  liobertr^on's  Charles  V. 
Vol.  1,  page  31-34.  Hallam's  Middle  Ages,  Vol.  11, 
page  78-89.  Prescott's  Ferdinand  and  Isabella,  Vol. 
1,  Int.  page  14-18-53-56.) 

"The  history  of  the  conquest  of  the  old  world  by 
Rome  is  the  history  of  the  conquest  and  foundations 
of  avast  number  of  cities.  In  the  Roman  world  there 
was  as  to  Europe,  an  almost  exclusive  preponderance 
of  cities  and  an  absence  of  country'  popukitions  and 
dwellings.  It  was  a  coalition  of  municipalities  once 
free  and  independent  and  whose  powers  upon  their 
conquest  were  transferred  to  the  central  government 
and  municipal  sovereignty  of  Rome." —  (M.  Guizot's 
History  Civilization,  Ox.  Ed.  pi>ge  42.)  '-And  it  was 
the  remains  of  the  Roman  government,"  says  Sir  James 
Mackintosh,  "beyond  doubt  that  contributed  to  pre- 
pare the  people  for  more  valuable  privileges  in  later 
times." — (History  of  England,  page  204.) 

"So  important  were  these  municipal  rights  considered 
and  so  jealously  were  they  watched  and  maintained, 
that  the  corporation  of  the  city  of  London  had  its  pri- 
vileges and  the  rights  of  its  freemen  secured  by  a 
special  provision  in  the  Magna  Charta.'" — (Hallam's 
Middle  Ages,  Vol.  1,  page  105-171-303-304.)  From 
the  earliest  timen    municipalities   were   not   only  tli« 
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cradles  but  tlie  homes  of  freemen.  It  is  stated,  Gran- 
ville, b.  5,  ch.  h,  that,  "if  a  villien  remained  for  a  year 
and  a  day  in  any  privileged  town  which  had  franchises 
by  prescription  or  charter,  he  became  thence  forward 
a  free  member  of  the  corporation." 

Lord  Coke,  (Co.  Liti.  137  b.)  nays  that  "manumis- 
sion among  other  signitications  meant  tlie  incorpora- 
tion of  a  man  to  be  free  of  a  company  or  body  politic 
as  a  freeman  of  a  city,  or  burgess  or  borough."  Thus 
it  will  be  vseen  that  the  municipalities  loosened  the 
chains  of  the  serf,  broke  the  power  of  the  Lord  of  the 
fief,  curbed  the  despotic  swav  of  the  King,  and  raised 
the  people  to  freedom,  wealth  and  happiness.  I>[or  are 
these  peculiar  advantages  of  municipalities  confined 
to  European  countries  alone.  "  The  establishment  of 
towns  with  corporate  powers  as  local  republics  was  the 
original  polic}'  throughout  Xew  Etigland,  and  it  had 
a  durable  and  benign  eitect  upon  the  institutions  and 
moral  and  social  character  of  the  people."  (Kent's 
Commentaries,  vol.  2,  page  274,  n.  c.) 

M.  De  Tocqueville  in  his  Democracy  in  America,  ap- 
pears to  have  been  very  much  struck  with  the  institu- 
tions of  New  England  towns.  He  considered  them  as 
small  independent  republics  in  all  matters  of  local  con- 
cerns, and  as  foi-ming  the  principle  of  the  life  of  Am- 
erican liberty  (vol.  1,  page  64 — 96.)  With  this  know- 
ledge of  the  strugling,  the  power  and  the  influence  of 
municipalities,  can  it  be  wondered  that  we  should  be 
jealous  of  their  rights,  and  resist  to  the  utmost  of  our 
ability  any  attempted  invasion  of  them  by  either  na- 
tional, state  or  judicial  power.  Our  jealously  upon  this 
subject  is  amply  testified  to,  not  only  by  the  numerous 
legislative  acts  upon  the  subject,  but  also  by  special 
provisions  in  the  state  constitutions.  If  the  national 
government  can  have  one  of  its  officers  a  member  of 
this  council,  all  the  members  may  be  national  officers, 
and  thus  the  government  of  the  city  might  become 
nothing  but  an  adjunct  to  the  central  power. 

Strongly  imbued  with  these  principles,  with  the  im- 
portance of  our  municipal   right   and    with  a  firm  d«- 
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termination  that  the  laws  shonkl  be  vindicated  and 
that  justice  should  prevail,  we  approach  this  case. 

By  the  evidence  herewith  submitted,  it  appears  that 
Mr.  Thomas  J.  Duifield  has  been  since  June  or  July 
last,occupyiiig  the  position, and  perforniina;  the  duties  of 
Superintendent  at  the  United  States  Arsenal,  at  Phila- 
delphia. This  fact  was  testiiied  to  by  the  witnesses, 
as  well  for  as  against  Mr.  Duffield.  It  was  also  shown 
that  he  had  an  office  at  the  Arsenal  in  which  he  has 
two  clerks  and  a  messenger  to  assist  him — that  his 
salary  was  one  thcmsand  dollars  a  year,  —  that  he  has 
under  his  charge  and  control,  from  live  hundred  to  one 
thousand  men  as  the  exigencies  of  the  department 
might  require. 

The  evidence  also  shows,  that  the  person  who  pre- 
ceeded  Mr.  Duffield  in  the  partial  discharge  of  the 
duties  now  performed  by  him,  held  the  position  for 
twenty-nine  or  thirty  years. 

The  foregoing  statement  of  facts  is  deemed  suffi- 
cient for  the  purpose  of  this  report.  They  are  selected 
because  they  are  undisputed  by  Mr.  Dufheld. 

Assuming  then  these  facts  to  be  true,  it  is  con- 
tended by  Mr.  Duffield 

1.  That  Common  Council  has  no  jurisdiction. 

2.  That  the  subject  is  res  judicata. 

3.  That  it  is  not  an    office. 

4.  That  it  is  not  an  office  within  the  meaning  of 
the  law. 

5.  That  a  United  States  officer  must  hold  his  office 
by  appointment  from  the  President,  or  by  virtue  of  an 
act  of  Congress. 

First.  Have  the  Common  Council  jurisdiction  ?  In 
other  words,  have  they  the  right  to  vacate  the  seat  of  a 
member?  That  they  have  such  a  right  is  founded  on 
the  highest  reason  and  the  best  authority.  Such  has 
been  the  law  for  manj*  centuries  (See  Lord  Hruce's 
case,  2  Strange  820.)  This  is  a  common  law  right  in- 
cident to,  and  inherent  in  the  body.  This  is  presumed 
to  arise  out  of  general  consent  and  the  necessity  of 
self  preservation,  (Wiilcock  on  Municipal  corpora- 
iioiie,  pao;e  298.) 
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"The  rlglit  of  amotion  or  disfranchisement  of  a 
member  is  incident  to  u  corporation  without  charter  or 
]>resc-rii»tion."  (Bhickstones'  Com.  voh  1,  page  484, 
uiid  the  case  there  cited.)  "  Siipfiose,"  says  Lord  Mans- 
liuld,  ill  the  case  of  a  municipal  corporation,  "  a  by- 
law made  to  give  power  of  amotion  for  just  cause, 
such  a  by-law  would  be  good."  "'  And  if  so,"  he  adds, 
''  a  corporation  by  virtue  of  an  incidental  power  may 
raise  to  themselves  authority  to  amove  for  just  cause 
though  not  expressly  given  by  charter."  (Rex  vs. 
Richardson,  1  Burr  539.)  The  same  able  jurist  adds, 
in  that  case:  "  We  think,  from  the  reason  of  the  thing, 
from  the  nature  of  the  corporation,  and  for  the  sake  of 
order  and  government  this  power  is  incident  as  much  as 
the  power  "of  making  by-huvs.  And  this  doctrine  is 
I'nllv  laid  down  by  Chancellor  Kent  in  his  Commen- 
taries, vol,  2,  page  2137.  "  Councilmen  have  not  neces- 
sarily a  franchise  in  the  office,  but  their  distinction  ia 
collateral  to  the  corporation,  being  freemen  appointed 
by  other  freemen  to  act  for  them  according  to  the 
terms  of  the  custom."  (Willcoek  on  Municipal  Cor- 
porations, page  2,34.) 

And  ''where  there  is  not  any  f»roperty  where  all  the 
members  have  a  joint  interest,  and  where  there  is  no 
rule  as  to  expulsion  the  majority  may  by  resolution 
remove  any  member."  (Innis  vs.  Wylie,  1  Carr  & 
Kern,  257.)  Aiid  this  is  good  Pennsylvania  law; 
Chief  Justice  Tilghman,  in  the  caseof  Johi  Binns  vs. 
St.  Patrick's  Beneticial  Society,  2  Binny  448,  lays  down 
the  principle  thus:  " Every  corporation  possesses  in- 
herently the  power  of  expulsion  in  certain  cases, 
because  such  power  is  necessary  to  the  good  order  and 
government  of  corporate  bodies." 

If  this  should  not  be  considered  enough  we  have 
still  the  act  of  assembly  of  February  2,  1854.  the 
thirty-fifth  section  of  which  says:  "The  Select 
and  Common  Councils  respectively  shall  in  like  man- 
ner as  each  branch  of  the  Legislature  of  this  Conmion- 
wealth  judge  and  determine  upon  the  qualifications  of 
their  lUi  mberfi."     That  the  Legislature  have  the  right 
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to  expel  or  vacate  the  seat  of  a  member  no  one  will 
deny.  If  the  Legislature  should  do  such  an  act,  who 
could  question  their  right  ?  In  whom  or  what  tribu- 
nal is  there  superior  power  or  authority  in  the  prem- 
ises ?  And  by  express  enactment  the  Select  and  Com- 
mon Councils  have  the  like  power.  This  legislative 
right  has  been  uninterruptedly  exercised  since  the'ear- 
liest  days  of  the  Republic.  From  the  case  of  Van 
Ness  in  1802  to  that  of  Lane  in  1862. 

Second. — Is  the  matter  res  judicata;  In  other 
words,  was  the  decision  of  tlie  Court  of  Common  Pleas 
in  its  direction  to  Common  Council  a  final  adjudica- 
tion of  the  case.  No  authority  was  or  could  be  cited 
in  support  of  the  proposition.  "  One  who  has  been 
irregularly  amoved  for  good  cause  but  subsequently  re- 
stored in  obedience  to  a  pro-empt(^ry  wi'it  of  manda- 
mus may  be  again  amoved  for  Mic  original  cause  ii>  a 
more  formni  manner. — (R.  vs.  Richardson,  1  Bur.  539. 
R.  vs.  Liver)  ool,  2  Bur.  782:  R.  vs.  Derby,  C.  T.  H. 
154. ) 

Third. — Is  the  position  held  by  Mr.  DufHeld  an  of- 
fice ?  Has  the  place  not  all  tlie  characteristic  of  an 
oflice,  permanency,  salary-,  duty,  trust,  power,  authori- 
ty. It  lacks  not  one  essential.  It  would  be  insult- 
ing common  sense  and  violating  all  the  propri- 
eties of  language  to  say  otherwise — it  would  be  to 
assert  that  a  position  under  the  United  States  Govern- 
ment for  a  term  of  twenty  or  thirty  years  with  a  salary 
of  a  thousand  dollars  a  year,  intrusted  with  important 
duties,  having  the  control  of  live  hundred  men,  and 
the  care  of  millions  of  dollars  worth  of  [)roperty,  with 
an  office  to  transact  the  business  in,  and  two  clerks  to  as- 
sist is  not  an  office.  If  not  an  office  what  is  it  ?  Mr. 
{Nuffield  is  called  an  "officer"  in  the  revised  army 
regulation.  The  l-]98th  paragraph  says,  "  The  offi- 
CLK  in  charge  of  an  arsenal  or  armory  shall  under  the 
directions  of  the  chief  of  ordinance,  make  and  pub- 
lish the  rules  for  internal  government  procure  the  neces- 
sar}'^  materials  and  tools,  engage  the  workmen,  assign 
their  grade,  and  appoint  the  necessary  foremen."  This  is 
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exactl}'  the  duty  performed  by  Mr.  Dnffield  as  shown 
by  the  evidence.  He  made  and  published  the  rules 
and  subscribed  bis  name  thereto  as  Superintendent 
He  procures  the  necessary  materials  and  tools,  engages 
the  workmen,  assigns  their  grade  and  apjioints  the  ne- 
cessary foreman.  Thus  he  is  called  by  the  Govern- 
ment an  officer,  he  is  paid  by  the  government  as  an 
officer,  and  he  discharges  the  duties  of  an  officer. 
Then  who  can  say  that  his  position  is  not  an  office? 

Fourth. — Is  it  an  office  within  the  meaning  of  the 
law.  The  act  of  February-  2,  1854,  says,  that,  "the 
members  of  Common  Council  shall  have  the  same 
qualiiications  as  are  required  b)'  the  constitution  of 
this  Commonwealth  for  members  of  the  House  of  Re- 
presentatives." And  the  nineteenth  section  of  the 
first  article  of  the  constitution  declares,  "  That  no 
member  shall  hold  an^^  office  under  the  government  of 
the  United  States  or  this  Commonwealth  during  his 
continuance  in  office/'  If  Mr.  Duffield's  position  is 
an  office  within  the  meaning  of  common  sense,  it  is 
an  office  within  the  meaning  of  the  constitution.  Law 
is  said  to  be  the  perfection  of  reason,  and  nothing  can 
be  more  rational,  than  to  ofive  a  word  that  sisrnification 
which  it  receives  by  universal  consent.  "  Words,"  says 
Diackstone,  "  are  generally  to  be  understood  in  their 
usual  and  most  kin^wn  sii  nification,  not  so  much  re- 
garding the  propriety  of  grammar,  as  their  general 
and  popular  use."  (Com.  vol.  1,  page  o3.)  And  the 
same  high  authority  lays  it  down  as  a  rule,  that,  *'  the 
most  universal  and  effectual  way  of  discovering  the 
true  meaning  of  a  law  when  the  words  are  ambiguous 
is  by  considering  the  reason  and  spirit  of  it."  What 
then  was  the  reason  for  prohibiting  United  States  of- 
ficers from  being  members  of  CounciL  Most  certainly 
to  guard  the  cit^^\'  from  the  influence  of  the  national 
power,  to  prevent  Federal  employees  from  regulating 
and  dii'ectiiig  the  municipal  affairs.  What  difference 
then  does  it  make  whether  you  call  Mr.  Duffield  a 
United  States  officer  or  not,  if  he  is  in  the -service  of, 
receives  hi"?  pay  from,  and  is  under  the  influence  and

control  f)f  tlio  DJi^ional  government.  *'  Tt  is  'veil 
known,"  s;iys  .hntico  Tod,  in  dflivcrin:;  tlio  <)j>i'iii>n 
of  the  C<tnrt  i'l  tlic  cnso  ot"  the  C"niin(>n\vt  iiltli  v?:. 
J..!in  Biiins,  (17  .S.  &  R.,  '221.)  'that  ly  the  hiws  and 
iisigrs  <  f  the  Federal  p;ovei-nnient,  appointments  in 
tlie  nature  of  otiii.-e  wci'e  sometimes  granted /«'7Aotf^  the 
name  uf  office,  witnout  a  commission,  and  without  the 
vote  of  the  Senate.  All  these  were  evidently  iiitei.jled 
to  he  dechirt'd  ineonipatil)le."  If  the  hiw  were  otijer- 
wise,  it  eouhl  be  manit'  stly  evaded.  The  national 
government  eimld  ap[)oint  eaeh  of  us  to  positions  cf 
honor  and  protit,  and  hecause  such  jihiees  might  not 
be  called  otHces,  it  won  hi  be  as  it  is  here  contended, 
that  they  wcnild  not  be  within  the  inhibition  of  the 
law.  Yet  the  very  thing  which  the  law  proposes  to 
guard  against — to  wit:  the  influence  of  the  national 
government  in  the  management  of  our  municipal  af- 
fairs v.'culd  be  clearly  violated  as  much  in  the  one  case 
as  in  the  other. 

The  Committee  arc  therefore  of  opinion  that  the  po- 
sition held  by  Mr.  Dufliold  is  within  the  meaning  of 
the  prohibition  in  the  constitution,  as  well  a.  that  of 
the  actof  1838,  the  38th  section  of  which  declares  that 
no  peison  holding  an  office  nnder  the  government  of 
the  United  State?  shall  be  allowed  to  serve  as  a  mem- 
ber of  CityConncils,  (Pamp.  l;iws  598).  It  is  contend- 
ed, however,  that  this  act  is  local,  and  only  relates  to 
Boroughs.  But  how  can  such  a  position  be  maintained 
in  face  of  the  exju'css  words  of  the  sec; ion  quoted, 
which  in  terms  includes  "cities."  Besides,  Ford's  case 
(f)  Barr  67,)  shows  it  to  be  a  general  law.  It  is  further 
contended,  however,  that  tliis  section  is  repealed  by 
the  act  of  Fel)ruary  2,  1854.  How  this  can  be,  the 
committee  are  unable  to  understand  :  as  there  is  not 
the  slightest  conflict  or  repugnance  between  these  two 
statutes.  And  it  is  an  established  rule  of  construction 
that  statutes  in  pari  materia,  or  upon  the  same  subject, 
must  be  construed  with  reference  to  each  other.  (Black- 
Btone's  com,  vol.  1,  page  60,)  and  if  both  can  stand,  the 
latter  doee  not  repeal  the  former. 
37 
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What  has  hoen  ah'oadv  said  tlie  committee  consider 
conclusive  of  this  case,  we  shall  not  rest  it  there,  but 
will  put  it  upon  higher  and  we  believe  indisputable 
grounds.     This  l)r;ngs  us  to  the  tifth  and  last  point. 

Fifth. — It  is  contended  that  a  United  States  ottieer 
must  be  appointed  by  the  President,  or  by  virtue  of  an 
act  of  Congress.  And  in  support  of  this  position  is 
cited  the  second  paragraph  of  the  second  section  of 
Article  second  of  the  constitution  of  the  United  States. 
Fords  case  (5  Barr  67,  United  States  rs  Maurice  2 
Brock,  96  )  jSTow  it  must  be  jDresumed  that  when  we 
lind  one  exercising  the  duties  of  an  office  under  the 
United  States.  When  we  tind  him  )  aid  by,  and  his 
official  position  recognized  and  sanctioned  by  the 
National  Government,  it  must  he  presumed,  we  say, 
that  he  holds  the  position  and  exercises  the  duties  of 
the  office,  by  lawful  authority.  And  it  lies  not  in  his 
mouth  nor  in  that  of  the  Government  to  deny  it. 
Maurice's  case  goes  far  to  sustain  the  affirmative  of^this 
last  proposition,  for  ihc  Court  more  than  intimates 
that  if  his  position  had  been  recognized  by  the  regula- 
tion of  the  War  Department,  he  would  have  been  a 
United  States  officer  within  the  meaning  of  the  law. 
Whereas,  the  position  held  l)y  Mr.  Duffield  is  not  only 
recognized  by  the  regulations  of  the  War  Department, 
but  his  duties  are  therein  expressly  defined.  Mr  Duf- 
field through  his  counsel,  frankly  stated  to  your  com- 
mittee that  if  an  act  of  Congress  could  be  found  where- 
in his  office  was  recognized  or  created,  he  would  im- 
mediately give  up  the  contest.  In  order  then  that  this 
case  may  c-ome  to  a  satisfactory  termination  to  all,  we 
refer  to  the  act  of  Congress  in  question.  It  is  the  act 
of  April  2,  1794,  and  will  be  found  at  page  50,  of  Mr. 
Brightly 's  Digest  of  the  Laws  of  the  United  States. 
The  second  section  of  this  act  is  in  these  words : 
"  There  shall  be  established  at  each  of  the  aforsaid  Ar- 
senals, a  National  Armory  in  which  shall  be  employed, 
ONic  SUPEKIXTENDEN'T,  and  ouc  master  armorer,  (who 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  of  the  United 
States,)  and  as  many  workmen  as  the  Secretary  of  the 
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Department    of  War,  shall  from  time   to  time  deem 
necessary." 

The  committee  have  discussed  this  cnse  at  consider- 
able length,  the^'  have  done  so  with  tlie  view  that  it 
may  be  satisfactory  to  all,  and  that  it  may  remove 
every  possible  objection,  that  might  rest  in  the  mind 
of  any  of  ns.  Although  the  subject  of  expulsion,  and 
amotion  have  been  considered,  the  committee  do 
not  think  this  case  either  one  or  the  other.  It  is  sim- 
ply a  case  of  resignation,  "A  resignation  by  implica- 
tion, IS  where  a  person  holding  an  office,  is  appointed 
to  and  accepts  another  incompatible  with  it.  At  one 
time  it  was  thought  that  such  a  resignation  could  only 
be  where  the  second  office  is  superior  to  the: former; 
but  this  destiuction  has  been  determined  to  be  quite 
unimportant,  and  that  if  one  holding  a  superior  office 
accept  another  subordinate  and  incompatible,  the  ap- 
pointment to  the  second  office  is  legal,  and  operates  to 
vacate  the  former.  This  i-^  an  absolute  determination 
of  the  original  office,  and  leaving  no  shadow  of  title  in 
the  possessor  so  that  neither  quo  warranto  nor  amotion 
18  necessary  before  another  is  elected."  (Willcock  on 
Jliinicipal  Corporations,  Gabriel  vs.  Clarke  cro.  car. 
138,  Verrior  vs.  Sandwich,  1  Sid.  305,;  R.  vs.  Goodwin 
Doug.  383,  n.  2i^,  Milward  vs.  Thatcher  5  T.  R  87  R 
vs.  Paterraan,  2  T.  R.  779,  Blackstone's  Com  vol'  1* 
page  484,  n.  16.  3  Burr  1615.) 

_  Your  Committee  have  therefore  come  to  the  conclu- 
sion, that  inasmuch  as  Thomas  J.  Duffield  has  ac- 
cepted an  office  under  the  irovenment  of  the  United 
States,  incompatible  with  that  of  Councilman  of  the 
City  ot  Philadelphia,  that  he  thereby  resigned  his  seat 
as  Councilman,  and  that  it  is  now  vacant. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted,  together  with 
the  annexed  resolutions.

Council  do  hereby  declare,  adjudge  and  determine  that 
the  seat  of  the  said  Thomas  J.  Duffield,  late  a  member 
of  this  Council,  is  and  has  been  vacant  since  the  month 
of  July  last 
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MINORITY  REPORT  FROM  THE    COMMITTEE   TO   INVESTIGATR 
THE  CASE  OF   THOMAS  , I.  1)UFF1EEI>. 

To  the  President  and  Mtwhcrs 

of  Common   Council  : 

Gentlemen: — The  undersigned,  failing  to  agree  with 
the  nn-jority  of  the  committee,  proceeds  togive  his  rea- 
sons tor  such  disagrt'cment. 

The  very  question  under  consideration  has  already 
been  adjudicated  hy  the  Court  of  Common  J'leas,  and 
such  of  the  menihtrs  of  this  hody  as  voted  to  deidaie 
the  seat  of  Mr.  Duthe'd  vacant  have  hren  |H'ieni[)torily 
commanded  I, y  said  Couit,  '-to  cri'sc  ob.-ii  ucting  the 
hjiid  T  lotnas  J.  DutKehl  tVoiu  exei-«i^ing  the  dtitirs  of 
the  «  ffi.'c  of  a  mem  er  of  Common  Council,  and  to 
itstoic  the  name  of  the  said  Thomas  J.  Dutiield  to  the 
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roll  of  said  Commou  Council,  and  him  to  the  said 
office  therein,  and  to  all  the  rights  and  privileges 
thereto,  and  to  allow  him  to  perform  the  functions 
thereof." 

Kow,  to  carry  out  the  views  of  the  majority  would 
be  doing  the  very  reverse  of  this  peremptory  command 
of  the  Court,  and  phiee  every  member  voting  in  favor 
thereof,  in  direct  contempt  of  Court,  and  liable  to  be 
punished  therefor.  The  judgment  of  said  Court  is 
either  right  or  wrong:  if  right,  it  should  be  obeyed 
without  hesitation  ;  if  wrong,  it  may  be  reviewed  and 
corrected  in  the  Supreme  Court :  but  certainly  no  au- 
thority can  be  shown  for  appealing  from  the  decision 
of  the  Court  to  this  body,  which  the  adoption  of  the 
views  of  the  majority  would  virtually  be.  These  views 
are  based  exclusively  upon,  and  justified  by  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Court  in  the  premise«*,  and  I  might  with 
great  propriety,  rest  the  case  here,  Avithout  going 
further,  but  iuaamuch  as  the  majority  do  not  seem  to 
regard  that  judgment  as  conclusive,  it  may  not  be  in- 
appropriate in  use,  to  add  my  views  also. 

Has  this  body  the  power  to  judge  of  the  disqualifica- 
tion of  a  member,  even  supposing  the  position  which 
he  holds  to  be  incompatible  with  that  of  Councilman? 
To  do  so,  it  must  sijow  that  such  power  has  been  ex- 
pressly delegated  to  it,  by  the  Legislature  or  some 
provision  of  the  Constitution,  for  it  certainly  does  not 
inhere  in  it.  The  body  itself  is  a  creatu''e  of  legislative 
creation.  Where  is  the  jurisdi3tion  conferred,  for  us 
to  judge  of  the  disqualification  of  a  member?  We 
seaich  in  vain  tor  it  in  the  organic  law.  Nor  tlo  we 
find  it  in  the  Constitution,  or  m  any  act  of  Assembly 
of  the  Commonwealth.  In  point  of  fact  or  law  it  no- 
where exists,  and  for  us  to  sit  in  judgment  upon  the  dis- 
quil'Jica(ioii  of  a  member  would  be  u>;urping  a  jurisdic- 
tion which  we  do  not  possess. 

The  error  into  which  the  majority  have  fallen,  con- 
sists in  their  conf)unding  our  light  to  judge  and  de- 
termine the  qualijication  of  our  members,  with  the  sup- 
posed power  to  pass  upon  the  disqualification  of  a  mem- 
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ber.  The  word  "  disqualify,"  "disqualified,"  or  "  dis- 
qualification" nowhere  exists  ia  any  law  touching  the 
organization  or  power  of  Councils.  And  except  for 
that  clause  in  the  organic  law  which  gives  us  the  right 
to  judge  and  determine  upon  the  qualifications  of  our 
menibers,  we  would  not  even  possess  that  privilege  ;  for 
all  powers  not  expressly  delegated  to  us,  are  reserved 
to  the  people  of  the  several  wards,  to  be  adjudged  and 
determined  in  case  of  dispute,  by  the  proper  courts 
of  law. 

The  organic  law  requires  that  members  "  shall  have 
the  same  qualifications  as  are  required  by  the  Consti- 
tution of  tliis  Commonwealth  for  members  of  the 
House  of  Representatives." 

The  qnalitications  of  a  member  of  tlie  House  of  Re- 
presentatives are  thus  defined  in  Section  8  of  Article 
1  of  the  Constitution  ;  "No  person  sliall  be  a  repre- 
sentative who  shall  not  have  attained  the  age  of  twen- 
ty-one years,  and  have  been  a  citizen  and  inhabitant 
of  the  kSta'e  three  years  next  preceding  his  election, 
and  the  last  year  thereof  an  inhabitant  of  the  district 
in  and  for^  which  he  shall  be  chosen  a  representa- 
tive," &c. 

Had  not  Mr.  Duffii-ld  all  tliese  qualifications  at  the 
time  of  his  election  y  und  being  so  qualified,  was  he 
not  admitted  to  a  sent,  and  has  he  not  exercised  all 
the  rights  and  privileges  thereof,  until  his  seat  was 
declared  vacant  by  the  majority?  But  say  the  major- 
ity, "  he  has  since  become  disqualified!"  Admitted, 
for  the  sake  of  the  argument,  but  as  point  of  fact,  I 
deny  it,  as  I  shall  presently  show  it  docs  not  follow 
that  this  body  has  the  power  to  pass  upon  that  disqua- 
lification, any  more  than  any  of  the  heads  of  the  de- 
partments under  us  may. 

Ever}'  party  who  seeks  to  enforce  a  right  must  not 
only  show  the  right  itt^elf,  but  must  apply  to  the  pro- 
per tribunal  in  which  to  enforce  it. 

The  laws  touching  Councils  are  special, and  have  no 
existence  outside  of  the  City,  while  the  law  disquali- 
fying a  member  of  the  Legislature  is  a  constitutional 
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provision,  and  co-extensive  with  the  Conmsonwealth, 
and  exclusively  for  the  deteiniination  of  tlie  Courts 
when  called  in  question. 

How  ridiculously  absurd  it  would  appear  for  the  City 
Councils  (creatures  of  the  Legislature,  and  the  Legis- 
lature itself  created  by  the  Constitution,  the  paramount 
law  of  the  land,)  many  mendDers  of  which  have  never 
opened  a  law  book,  and  possibly  never  read  the  Con- 
stitution, sitting  in  judgment  upon  a  grave  constitution- 
al provision,  which  alone  can  be  determined  by  the 
judiciary. 

But  the  testimony  taken  before  your  Committee 
shows  conclusively  that  Mr.  Duffield  holds  no  office 
disqualifying  him  from  holding  and  exercising  the 
office  of  Common  Councilman.  His  position  is  merely 
that  of  foreman  of  laborers  at  the  arsenal ;  his  name 
being  like  that  of  other  laborers,  on  the  pay  roll.  He 
holds  no  commission  from  the  President,  or  from  any 
of  the  heads  of  department.  That  he  is  not  an  officer 
is  too  plain  to  admit  of  a  doubt ;  nor,  would  it  be  al- 
leged or  pretended  that  he  is  such,  were  it  not  for  the 
fact  that  the  two  political  parties  are  so  nearly  balanced 
in  Councils  as  to  make  Mr.  Duffield  the  pivotal  man 
in  the  organization  and  in  the  election  of  the  heads  of 
departments. 

If  such  an  expedient  is  to  be  justified,  if  the  law  is 
to  be  defied, — and  the  decision  of  the  Court  contem- 
ned, sad  indeed  is  our  Constitution.  The  adoption  of 
such  a  course  would  indicate  a  spirit  of  rebellion,  as 
rampant  as  that  Avhich  rules  triumphant  in  the  south- 
ern portion  of  our  country. 

I  trust  for  our  own  honor,  as  well  as  that  of  our  City, 
that  Mr.  Duffield  will  be  permitted  to  remain  in  his 
seat. 

The  undersigned  further  submits  to  the  Common 
Council,  that  one  Samuel  McCleary,  a  member  of  this 
body,  from  the  JTineteenth  Ward,  in  1856,  was  held 
qualified  to  act  as  Common  Councilman,  though  he 
was  appointed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  master-

plumber  of  the  IN'avy  Yard,  and  exercised  such  em- 
})loyraotit,  and  held  such  position  during  his  entire 
term.  That  case  is  a  Y>i'ecedent  for  this,  as  it  is  like 
tnis.  The  undersigned  reports  the  following  resolu- 
tion — 

Resolred,  That  the   Coro.mittee  be    discharged  from 
the  further  consideration  of  the  subject.
